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IMPACT OF FRANC'S DEVALUATION ON AFRICA VIEWED

[Text] Both in France and in Africa it is generally agreed that Franco-African 
relations have been much more harmonious since 10 May, when Froncois Mitterrand 
won France's highest office. 


But his "harmony" is more disturbing than reassuring as soon as one realizes that 
nothing in the texts and agreements between the African countries and the former 
metropolitan power has fundamentally changed. And this is what matters. 


Among the accords are those regulating monetary relations within the franc zane, 

the foundation of which is the French guarantee of the convertibility of the 
currency used in the African countries (the Fr CFA or Franc of the African Financial 
Community) at the fixed rate (1 Fr CFA: Fr 0.02) established at the time of 
independence. 


The African countries today are required to deposit two-thirds of their gold and 
foreign exchange reserves in the French treasury in exchange for that guarantee. 


Well, since independence the French franc has been through three devaluations 
(1959, 1969, 1981), and during all that time the Fr CFA has been tied to the same 
rate of exchange vis-a-vis the French franc.

However, this new devaluation is damaging to the African economies, and is having 
disastrous effects both on trade and at the financial and monetary level: 


In terms of trade: 


--The cost of imported oil is going to be even harder to bear, since the contracts 
specify payment in dollars. 

--Products imported from countries other than France (FRG, United States...) will 
be more expensive for African countries that belong to the franc zone. 

--With French products becoming more competitive, Africa's commercial dependence 
on France is going to increase, with both political and economic consequences 

(The Africans will buy "French" even if the German product is of better quality). 





--If French products cannot be substituted for "domestic" products, then the 
balance of payments deficit will continue to grow. (According to the "BULLETIN 
D'AFRIQUE NOIRE of 8 October 1981, the deficit of Ivory Coast is 113 billion Fr CFA 
and Senegal'’s is 52 billion.) 


In financial and monetary terms: 


Countries like Togo that are extensively indebted in their economic relations with 
the FRG are going to see those public debts weighing more heavily on them, because 
where they owed Fr 100 to the FRG before the devaluation they now owe Fr 108, since 
the DM has been revalued by 8 percent in relation to the French franc. 


--At the monetary l2vel, one indirect consequence is predictible: the Delors plan 
assumes the mobilization of savings; now that mobilization requires higher interest 
rates. Because funds can be transferred freely with the franc zone and because 
interest rates are more favorable in France, it can be expected that "big savings" 
will gravitate from Africa to France. 


All of these drawbacks, the result of policies and accords reached prior to "10 

May 1981", demonstrate that the so-called "harmonious" relations between France 

and Africa contain more rhetor.c than concrete action to change the harsh realities 
that were so eloquently denounced by the present French government when it was in 
the opposttion. 


So what can be done? 
What to do? The Reagan-Mitterrand Convergence 


--For the time being, we can hope for compensatory measures, if West Africa's 
economic position does not -ustify devaluation, since a deficit in balarce of 
payments is not synonymous with devaluation. 

--whatever the economic situation, we must now think about revising the monetary 
agreements between France and its former colonies--the only decisior should be how, 
not whether, co do it (though ever now indexing the Fr CFA to currencies such as 
the SDR [Special Drawing Right] and the Deutsche Mark should be considered). 


In reality, to "help Africa" (which the socialist claims they want to do) means 
enabling Africans (as President Houphouet-Boigny seemed to be thinking at the 
Franco-African summit) to take their destiny in their own hands, even pushing them 
to do so (curiously, this seems to be what President Reagan is saying); for is it 
possible to desire independence and greatness for oneself and servit:de for others? 


If France's socialists can answer "no" to this question and translate that answer 
into concrete action, they will really be advancing the Third World cause they 
have espoused, and the African economies will benefit greatly.

TRADE RECOVERY EXPECTED BY MID-YEAR

BOTSWANA'S economic pulse should be regaining 
strength this year, and by next year It will almost 
certainly revert to normal. 

Trade recovery will begin In the second half of this 
year, in the diamond industry and there are bright 
prospects that Botswana could be celling normally by 
1983. 


Last year, Botswana suffered a sales loss in the diamond 
field of about P100 million following a sales freeze by De 
Beers. The De Beers move was attributed to a cut-back of 
stocks on the part of diamond cutters and merchants 
because of the world-wide economic recession, and partly to 
its own deliberate policy of reducing, and partly to its own 
deliberate policy of reducing supplies in order to stabilise 
prices 


De Beers markets 80 per cent of the world's diamonds. At the 
moment Botswana produces 15 per cent of the world's diamonds in 
terms of value and this figure should ta rocketing to 20 per cent ina 
couple of years, according to a source in the Ministry of Mineral 
Resources and Water Affairs. 

This week Mr Louis Nchindo, Resident Director for DEBSWANA 
told BOPA: “Trade recovery will begin in the second haif of this 
year.” 

He was optimistic that next year, Botswana should be able to sel! 
at anormal level, but a source in the Ministry of Mineral Resources 
said. “Yes. it is likely, but we are all guessing, aren't we?” 

Mr Nchindo attributes the diamond sales fali to an economic 
slump in the worid economy but the United States in particular, 
which in his words “is the most important market.” 

The slump in prices of diamonds is mainly in the investment 
market, which means mainly in the USA and Israel. “Interest rates in 
the USA were high last year- approximately 20 per cent - and now 
they are around 15 per cent. We hope they will come down further.” 
said Mr Nchindo. 

He added with an air of optimism: “People will run out of stock and 
come to buy again.”

PRICE STABILISATION 

In earlier interviews, Mr Nchindo had clarified the artificial 
diamond shortage which had been enforced by.De Beers’ selling 
arm, the Central Selling Organisation (CSO), based in London, and 
marketing over 80 per cent of the diamonds produced in the world 
today 

“The function of the CSO is to stabilise prices. If the marketis bad, 
like it ts at the moment, (1980), producers are asked to slow down 
production to adjust supply to demand in order to maintain prices.” 

Part of the reason of the sales freeze imposed last year therefore 
was that if there was an overproduction and glut in the market, then 
prices would go down. 

However, Botswana did not reduce production in her diamond 
mines. 

Said Mr Nchindo on this point, “We are still producing at. full 
Capacity at the moment.” 

Jwaneng is joining the diamond industry this year, and the mine 
has already started producing at a small scale and will pick-up 
momentum in the next few months. 

Although no comment was available from Government quarters, 
Mr Nchindo has disciosed that the Botswana Government is in 
“close touch will the CSO, to see whether Botswana cannot receive 
special treatment.” But Mr Nchindo was reluctant to expound on this 
issue 

Figures released from DEBSWANA, reflect sales totalling P6.792 
Billion American Dollars since 1979. There is atumbie-down of sales 
since 1979 until 1981, where sales were almost halved. 


in 1979, sales came to 2.598 billion dollars; 1980, sales were at 
2.723 billion dollars and in 1981, we had 1.471 billion dollars. The 
latter fall was attributed to the worid recession. 

According to Mr Nchindo the chances of the sales slump continuing 
beyond 1983 are remote. 

“We must sit it through...” he said confidently. 

EXPORT EARNINGS , 

Diamond contribute one third of Botswana's national income. 

Purely in terms of revenue, the diamond industry is twice as 
important as the beef industry in terms of export earnings. 

In the labour market, the diamond industry however employs less 
people than the beef industry. Yet, “It is the diamond which pays civil 
servants,” humourously said one official in the Ministry of Finance 
and Development Planning. 

Orapa and Letihakane diamond mines, in 1980 produced about 
five million carats. When in full production in the second half of this 
year, Jwaneng should produce about five million carats in 1985. 
Production figures for 1982 are 2.9 million carats and there will rise 
to 4 million carats by 1984. 

Botswana has both industrial and gem diamonds. Orapa is mainly 
industrial, Letihakene is more gem; and Jwaneng will be in between 
but because of the iarge production there is a big quantity of gem, 
according to our source, Mr Nchindo. 

The latest development in the diamond industry is that Botswana's 
biggest diamond mine, Orapa, recently produced the biggest 
diamond found in the country so far. 

De Beers officials have disclosed that the 270,9 carat stone, of 
poor quality unfortunately, was spotted soon after it had passed 
through the primary crusher at the diamond mine, in December last 
year. 

Because of its size, the Government Chief evaluator has withdrawn 


' it from the regular diamond sales as a stone of special interest. 


Botswana's first diamond mine Orapa, at 110 hectares its 
“diamondiferous” pipe at Orapa is the second largest in the world, 
according to De Beers officials. BOPA

DEVELOPMENT PLAN MAY BE REVIEWED IF MINERAL SLUMP CONTINUES

IF GOVERNMENT revenues, especially diamonds do not take an upturn during 
the coming months, the plan to continue with the development programmes as 
outlined in the National Development Pitan V would be reconsidered. The Minister 
of Finance and Development Planning, Mr Peter Mmusi said this yesterday when he 
was opening the Ninth National District Development Conference (NDDC) at the 


Holiday Inn. 


He told the delegates to the 
conference that his ministry 
would be undertaking to review 
the development programme in 
order to prepare contingency 
plans for any set backs. Mr Mmusi 
said that in 1981/82 mineral 
revenue had gone down from 
P115 million to less than P80 
miliion. }1e added that it wouid 
even be lower in 1982/83. 

“At the same time that revenues 
are declining the demands being 
made against that revenue is 
increasing,” he said. 

He added that the recurrent 
implications of the accelerating 
expenditure were making heavy 
claims on the annual budget. 

in his address also, Mr Mmusi 
told the delegates that his 
ministry has the difficulty and 
sometimes impossibie task of 
reconcilling development plans 
in Botswana practised by 
farmers, families, villages, 
businesses, government 
departments into a National 
Development Plan. 

He said some of these plans 
were made in terms of days, 
weeks, years and very few of 
them were written. 
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He added that a national 
development plan which takes 
account of the needs and 
aspirations of the local 
communities was more rural. 

Mr Mmusi pointed out that he 

and his ministry were interested 
in how Batswana want the 
country’s resources to be 
allocated. 
He said that the last set of district 
pians, written in 1977 and ending 
this financial year had made an 
important contribution to the 
national planning process. 

He said the preparation of the 
District Plans involved an 
extensive dialogue between 
Government and rural 
communities as a means of 
identifying district problems and 
searching for their solutions. 

Mr Mmusi also said that the 
District plans contributed by 
setting targets for developments 
and naming the agencies 
responsible for seeing that they 
were reached. They also provided 
the basis for discussing between 
Central Government and the 
Districts on the issues of resource 


allocation and coordination. 

The Minister expressed hope 
that the new District Develop- 
ment Plans will do even more tc 
strengthen the National Deve- 
lopment Planning. 

Mr Mmusi told the delegates 
that formal wage employment 
opportunities were open only to 
a few, “and that even in our best 
of financial circumstances it is 
impossible to significantly 


change their situation.” 

He urged the delegates to 
creatively use the resources 
provided under the Rural 
industries, ALDEP, and TGLP 
programmes to tackle these very 
tough problems. 

He assured the delegates that 
his Ministry wants to enter into 
discussion with them to arrive at 
the most workable ways of 
planning for the country. 


He also said members of his 
Ministry would continue to 
actively pariticipate in the District 
plans Committee to prepare new 
plans and to maintain cooperative 
planning arrangements.

for chiefs and a halt to the using of dikgotla as a 


platform for politicians. 


The Chiefs made the cali when they passed two 
motions tabled by Kgosi Seepapitso IV on Monday 
after he was re-elected Chairman of the House. 

Kgosi Seepapitso IV had calied on the government to give 
chiefs more powers and more protection than they hitherto 
enjoyed if the government genuinely upheld the respect for 


chieftainship institution. 

In the other motion he was 
calling on politicians and 
councillors not to use dikgotla 
as venues for political meetings. 
He said that in 1972 the House of 
Chiefs was assured by the late 
Minister of Home Affairs, Mr 
Bakwena Kgari that dikgotla 
could not be used for that 
purpose. 

Nebating the motion seeking 
more respect for them the chiefs 
pointed out that it was painful to 
see people they had sent to jail 
released by the ruling of District 
Commissioners. 

Because of this practice, they 
felt people would lose respect 
for chiefs because it seemed 
chiefs were powerless. 

When moving his first motion 
Kgosi Seepapitso IV said that 
chiefs were criticised left and 
right and the government did 
not seem to take notice of this. 

He added that they were not 
respected as leaders but district 
commissioners and magistrates 
were instead given more respeci. 


Kgosi Seepapitso IV said that 
the government had the duty to 
make it known to the public that 
chiefs were not chiefs because 
they wanted to, but because of 
the peopie. Chiefs, according to 
him were insulted whereas this 
could not be done with district 
commissioners. 

He argued that as traditionai 

leaders chiefs had the experience 
of handling cases and they could 
do that better than district 
commissioners who were using 
laws written by foreigners. He 
added that in many cases these 
laws were not applicable to our 
tradition and culture. 

Kgosi Linchwe || supported 
the motion by giving an example 
where a man he had sentenced 
to prison was freed the following 
morning by the district 
commissioner. He then asked 
how chiefs could enjoy any 
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respect if this was going to be 

used as the procedure. 

“We appear stupid before the 
people we are suppose to 
discipline,” he said. 

Kgosi Mokgacha Mokgadi 
suggested that the Ministry of 
Local Government and Lands 
should appoint a commission of 
enquiry to investigate this matter 
fully. 

Kgosi Monare Gaborone of 
the Batiokwa said that dikgotia 
must always be known as places 
of security and as places for 
abusive language and violance 
by politicians. 

“If politicians come to fight at 
the kgotla, can the same people 
come to the same place for their 
complaints?” he asked. 

“Dikgotia are not meant for 
politics but for understanding 
and peace-keeping,” he added. 

Kgosi Linchwe I! said that 
instead of uniting the people 
Dikgotia were turning into areas 
of misunderstanding and 
confusion. 

He said in most cases 
Opposition parties present 
arguments that the ruling party 

was diver permission to use a 
kgotla as a freedom square. 


Kgosi Linchwe I! said that “A 
call of the people to the kgotla 
by the chief must not be exploited 
by either MPs or ministers to 
sound out their political 
viewpoints. 

Responding to the motion, the 
Minister of Public Service and 
information, Mr Daniel 
Kwelagobe said that the 
Government regards it as one of 
its policies that no political 
expression should be made at a 
kgotla by any politician. 

He however, explained that it 
was rather difficult for politicians 
not to- make potitical remarks 
because of some of the questions 
which may be asked by people 
especially when a Minister had 
gone to the kgotla to explain 
some issues concerning the 
government policy or 
developments in the country. 

He added that even the 
opposition MPs have the right to 
use a kgotia for the sake of 
informing the people about what 
took place 'n Parliament. He 
explained that if thereis anything 
to oppose a policy or another 
political party viewpoint that 
should be done at a freedom 
square political meeting. BOPA 
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THE HOUSE of Chiefs called 
for more representation of 
farmers at the Botswana Meat 
Commission (BMC) in order for 
the BMC to be improved. 

The House made the call when 
backing the question asked by 
Kgosi Linchwe I! of the Bakgatla, 
requesting the Government to 
re-examine the representation 
of farmers at the BMC because 
the House alleged it was not fair. 

Kgosi Linchwe I! argued that 
the prices of cattle at the BMC 
were very discouraging to 
farmers, especially when 
compared to those cattle sold in 
neighbouring South Africa. He 
described the present represen- 
tation of farmers at the BMC as 


rather “constant and old. What 
was surprising said Kgosi 
Linchwe II was that those peopie 
who are supposed, or said to be 
the people's mouths, were the 
same people who were in other 
words more or jess owning the 
BMC. 

“How can they represent two 
organisations? if they are not 
going to kill the people then they 
are going to doit with the BMC,” 
he maintained. He said that the 
ordinary man had no say so in 
the BMC and the management 
had felt no pressure from outside 
organisations such as the 
Farmers Association and others 
dealing with cattle. 

The House maintained that 








farmers Giu Ot know Now their 
cattle were valued at the BMC 
and that this could mean a 
possibie exploitation of farmers 
by the BMC. “We must know 
how much each part of our cattle 
costs,” one of the members said. 

The Acting Bangwato Tribal 
Authority, Mr Mokgacha Mokgadi 
said he was surprised over prices 
that are paid for cattle which 
qualify for the European 
Economic Community market 
and those which are sent to other 
countries. “If there are some 
things very special about cattle 
sent to the EEC why shouldn't 
we farmers know main dif- 
ferences about our own cattle?” 

he asked. 

The House also expressed 
concern about high income tax 
imposed on farmers after selling 
their cattle to the BMC. They 
said there were many petty 
charges selling their cattle to the 
BMC. They said there were many 
petty charges which were not 
usually made known to the cattle 
owners. “if the BMC can’t list 
prices of our main source of our 
income, cattle, why shouldn't we 
suggest prices for it so that we 
can not have the chance to 
complain about many smail 
things?” one of the Chiefs asked. 

The House maintained that the 
BMC was exploiting” people 
because of the “well known fact 
of its dominance” of the cattle 
market in the country. 

Some of the Chiefs aiso 
complained about some estates 


which channelled their cattle to 
the market through many 
agencies. These they said, end 
up being the dominant suppliers 
of cattle to the BMC. “On the 
other hand the majority of the 
people ere sutfering and tnat 
smail group of people pros- 
pering,” they said. They called 
on the Government to be on the 
look-out for such kind of people. 


in reply, the Assistant Minister 
of Agriculture, Mr G.U.S. 
Matihabaphiri explained that 
Botswana together with other 
countries which are the exporters 
of beef, are competing to sell 
their beef at the EEC. This, he 
said makes it impossible for 
Botswana not to decide prices 
for a big market such as the 
EEC. He said that Botswana was 
selling to the EEC because it 
was where the country’s beef 
was sold best. 


On the question of lower prices 
of cattle as compared to other 
countries said that it was because 
of the country’s economic 
situation. 


He pointed out that South 
Africa was a Deficit Producer of 
meat, meaning that it does not 
produce for the outside markets. 
Because of that reason, ho aid, 
the farmers in that country have 
an advantage because of the 
high demand for meat in that 
country. 


Mr Matihabaphiri outlined the 
structure of representation at the 


BMC and said that according to 
his understanding there is a full 
representation of farmers at the 
BMC. 


Ali members are appointed in 
terms of the BMC Act by the 
President, on the advice of the 
Minister of Agriculture together 
with other Cabinet Ministers, he 
explained. 


He however pointed out that 
the four members from the 
farming community are 
appointed as a required process. 


“The non-official members of 
the Livestock Industry Advisory 
Committee agree on a panel of 
eight names, drawn from the 
farming community, which is then 
submitted to the Minister of 
Agriculture, Cabinet and the 
President to seiect the four 
Commission Members,” he told 
the house. He aiso revealed that 
the President is not bound to 
choose from the eight names 
aithough normally he would do 
so. 


He explained that the non- 
official members of the Livestock 
Industry Advisory Committee are 
appointed by the District 
Councils on the advice of the 
Farmers Associations. 

He described the selection of 
the four members as having “a 
very wide and democratic base.” 


Following what the House of 
Chiefs described as a clear 
explanation, the motion was 
withdrawn BOPA 
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Military Training of Sons

GOVERNMENT Is to be 
asked to study proposals 
that would allow the sons 
of Chiefs to receive military 
training. 

The proposal was 
contained in part of three 
motions that were tabled 
by Kgosi Linchwe 11 of 
the Bakgatila, during the 
current sitting of the House 
of Chiefs. 


The first motion requested 
elther Government-.or.the 
Chief's tribesmen, to give 
substantial allowances to the 

and widow of a Chief 
to allow them to maintain a 
standard of living In keeping 
with the Chieftainship insti- 
tution. 

The other two motions 
requested that part of the 
education that should be 
given to sons of Chiefs, 











especially heirs, be com- 
munity service and military 
training. They also requested 
that children of Chiefs be 
assured of piaces in schools. 

When moving the first motion, 
Kgosi Linchwe I| said he found it 
necessary that orphans and 
widows of chiefs be given those 
allowances because they couid 
lose their dignity if they were not 
properly cared for. Taking care 
of them he said, was taking care 
of that main tribe to which a late 
Chief belonged. 

Kgosi Linchwe |! cited his own 
tribe, which he said paid for his 
education as part of putting him 
in the position to which the tribe 
expected him to be in the future 
because he was to be their ruler 

Chiefs if educated, he added, 
would be able to represent their 
countries without fear or 
embarassment internationally 
and otherwise. 

He again gave the example of 

himself as having been the 
Botswana Ambassador to 
America because of the edu- 
cation that he had acquired. 

He went on to explain that 
chiefs needed a steady back- 
ground and a certain type of 
education in order for them to be 
what they were expected to be. 

“They must be taught from the 
early age, what a chief is. They 
must know how a chief must 
behave in order to be examplary 
to the tribe,” he added. 

He also warned ‘hat a chief 
should bear in mind and learn 
the facts that he must not be 
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seen drunk and litigéring in the 
streets at an early age. — 

Kgosi Tehipikgeno. 
Motihatihedi of the Barolong, 
was of the opinion that if a chief 
did not recieve the necessary 
education he was usuallv taken 
for granted and despised. 

Other members were of the 
opinion that if a chief was 
educated, the concept of electing 
a chief, would die because chiefs 
“must be born and not elected.” 
The concept of election could 
be eliminated only when chiefs 
were educated. “It is inevitable if 
the chief is not educated, there 
must be election for fair repre- 
sentation of a tribe,” one of the 
members added. 

He said the education of chiefs’ 
sons was a practice before 
independence and he did not 
understand why it was not in 
existence “now that we are an 
Independent Nation. | don’t know 
why and by whom this provision 
for chiefs’ sons was abolished 
because it was done to make 
chiefs competent,” he added. 

One of the members of the 
House said he could not find any 

means by which the chiefs could 
be the advisors to the Govern- 
ment if in the first place, they 
were not able to do so because 
of the lack of knowledge. 

On the second motion, Kgos! 
Linchwe !! said that in order for 
chiefs to be mature persons they 
must know and understand a 
war situation. He argued that 
long ago chiefs, were leaders 
and commanders of warriors. 
He questioned why this could 
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not be done now? 

“A chief's son must go to the 
bush, fight alongside his 
comrades and know the diffi- 
culties his people were facing in 
the bush,” he pointed out. 

He warned that there was a 
tendancy instead, of giving 
certain special cares to sons of 
chiefs and that, was actually 
wrong and spoiling their 
characters. if a chief's son dies 
in the field, he added, his younger 
brother would obviously take 
over. Sometimes, he added you 
find that he died in the field 
because he was not careful 
because he had been thinking of 
what he was and not of the war. 
He said in such a situation, then 
it means that he was killed by his 
own stupidness. “How oan a 
stupid person be the leader of 
the peopie?” he asked. 

He advised the house that in 
order for the son of a chief to be 
a competent ruler, he should 
know that he could only win the 
respect of the people when he in 
turn respected them and when 
he knew them properly. 

In response to this, the 
Assistant Minister of Local 
Government and Lands, Mr 
Daniel Kwele said the issues 
raised by the House were of 
great importance that all the 
implications needed to be 
considered very seriously and 
without haste. 

He proposed that he be allowed 
to defer Government's reaction 
to the motions until Government 
has fully considered their 
implications. The House agreed.

This is a move which is 
bound to enjoy the over- 
wheliming support of the 
people of Botswana. 
Whatever dissent and 
disenchantment it might 
unleash in certain quarters, 
particularly among ex- 
patriates who have been 
on the line-up for speedy 
granting of citizenship, it 
has to be borne In mind 
that anything that is done 
in the best interes? of the 
people, should not be 
allowed to fail. 


The tough measures 
now awaiting formal 
endorsement of Parilament 
will make It doubly difficult 
for aliens to acquire 
citizenship of Botswana. 
With this bill Government 
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‘notice in the Government 


Gazette and a local paper. 
in the advertisements, the 
public will be invited to 
make comments on the 
character of the applicant 
and his sultability to 
become a citizen. 

A system of dual 
citizenship will also be 
abolished. It recognises 
the fact that undivided 


loyalty caninot be-aseey- 


tained, ifa citizen has one 
foot in Botswana and 
another in the foreign 


country. 
The bill is not intended 
to kick up a rumpus but is 


a fair and honest attempt 
to correct along standing 
anomally in a crucial plece 
of legisiation. it has 
become apparent that the 
existing citizenship act, 
enacted when Botswana 
became independent 
contains a number of 
loopholes which may even 
compromise the very 
tenets of national security 
and intergrity. 
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Trtie citizenship entails 
unbridled commitment, 
loyalty and unsolicited 
sense of patriotism to the 
state and its symbols. 
While there are genuine 
citizens who sought this 
country as their permanent 
home for some deeper 
patriotic cause, we cannot 
rule out the possibility of 
others who might have 
been influenced only by 
material benefits such as 
profitable empioyment and 
lucrative enterprises. 

Expatriates have often 


been accused of taking 


advantage of the short 
period required for one to 
qualify for Botswana 
citizenship to stifle the 
cause of localisation. 

It is to be hoped that 
stricter screening 
procedures suggested in 
the bill will succeed in 
weeding out miscreants 
and other undesirable 
elements intending to use 
this country. only as a 
ladder to fulffti their 
opportunistic desires. — 
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has positively responded 
to the cry of the people 
through thelr represen- 
tatives who have been of 
the view that citizenship 
was offered on a silver 
platter. 

Many countries, 
realising that citizenship 
is a fundamental issue - 
one that once given entities 
one to all the benefits that 
new country is able to offer 
- adopt strict regulations 
in considering such 
applications. 

Among the tough 
measures contemplated in 
an amendment bill is one 
stipulating that to be 
considered for Botswana 
citizenship one must have 
resided In Botswana for a 
period of at least 10 years. 
in the past It required only 
five years of continuous 
residence to be considered 
for citizenship of 
Botswana.

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ALDEP CHARTS NEW COURSE TO IMPROVE FARMING

BOTSWANA'S Fifth National Development Plan places greater 
emphasis on the sole of arable agricuiture than has hitherto been the 


case. 

This is reflected in a press release from the Ministry 
of Agriculture. The release states the Assistant Minister 
of Agriculture Mr G.U.S. Matihabaphiri told the 
Governing Council of the International Fund for 
Agriculture Development (IFAD) in Rome that 
Botswana’s Arable Lands Development Programme 
(ALDEP) was the main thrust aimed at improving the 


lot of the arable farmer. 


He told the council that ALDEP 
was the Government's major 
effort to facilitate economic and 
social development in the 
country's rural areas. 

Mr Matihabaphiri further added 
that whilst the government might 
not never reach the full potential, 
it was however making every 
effort to do so. He explained that 
the government was attempting 
to close the gap between the 
present circumstances and the 
potential! opportunities. 

The full text of the press release 
stated: “The Assistant Minister 
of Agriculture, the Hon. 
Gaotihaetse Matihabaphiri told 
the governing council of the 
International Fund for 
Agricultural Development (IFAD) 
in Rome that the overriding 
international concerns today are 
World Food Security and Peace, 
or perhaps more accurately, the 
degree of their presence over 
the next decade. 
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“Refering to the grim problem 
of the massive food shortages 
and rural poverty facing 
developing nations, the Assistant 
Minister reminded the council 
that life for the rural majority in 
the developing countries has 
never been easy. He said the 
anticipation of the rural poor is 
often met by hazard of untamed 
nature - of droughts and floods, 
of storms and blizards, of insects 
and disease. He pointed out that 
they suffer, in addition, the 
hardships of chronic under- 
employment and high inflation 
which have become a seemingly 
permanent feature of the world 
economy. He toid the council 
that the majority of those affected 
need assistance to both survive 
and master the problems that 
beset them.” He said that he was 
confident that with ingenuity and 
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initiative, given a parity of 
opportunity, the rural majority 
will themselves solve many of 
the problems that now face their 
government. 

“The Assistant Minister noted 
that the success of rural 
development in sustaining and 
increasing food production 
requires acomplete commitment 
by each nation. Little progress 
willbe made in overcoming rural 
proverty unless there is the 
commitment to address these 
issues both internationally and 
nationally. The Assistant Minister 
emphasized strongly that nations 
have a responsibility to assist 
their poor. He said it is with this 
in view that Botswana's Fifth 
National Development Plan 
places greater emphasis on the 
role of arable agriculture than 
has hitherto been the case. The 
Arable Lands Development 
Programme (ALDEP) is the main 
thrust aimed at improving the lot 
of the arable farmer in Botswana 
and it is, at present, our major 
effort to facilitate economic and 
social development in the rural 
areas. He added that whilst we 
may never reach our full 
potential, we are however making 
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every effort to do so. We are 
attempting to close the gap 
between our present circum- 
stances and our potential 
opportunities. . 
“He further noted that we in 
Botswana believe that a sound 
programme to alleviate rural 
poverty should be focused upon 
both the problem of transfer of 
resources among uses as well as 
the long term problem of 
resources development. That it 
was because of this that our 
comprehensive programme of 
rural development is broadly 
designed to heip small producers 


with limited resources through a 
resource transfer from other 
segments of the economy while 
assisting them to best utilise 
these resources. 

“He finally renewed the appeal 
to the developed countries, oil 
producing countries and inter- 
national institutions to continue 
their efforts by putting more of 
their resources into agriculture 
in the developing countries.

He said these facilities 
consist of the President Hotel in 
Gaborone with 100 bedrooms, 
the Cumberland in Lobatse with 
24 bedrooms and The Bosele 
hotel at Selebi Phikwe with 28 
bedrooms. 

The Minister pointed out that 
the President Hotel was 
essentially geared to business 
visitors and thus attention has 
been paid to standards. 

He disclosed that all the 
bedrooms were equipped with 


TV, video, radio and self dial 
telephones. The hotel has four 
bars to cater for different tastes, 
he said. 

Mr Mmusi told the gathering 
that- Marakaneio Group's 
business turnover has increased 

from P2,9 million in 1979/80 to 
P4,2 million in 1981/82. He said

BDF MEN TOLD TO BEHAVE OR QUIT

BOTSWANA’'s soldiers have 
been given a clear ultimatum: 
Behave or get out. 

Any member of the Botswana 
Defence Force (BDF) who 
indulges in acts of indiscipline, 
says the BDF Commander Major 
General Mompati Merafhe, will 
find it difficult to justify his 
reteniion in the Force. Unruly 
elements will not be given refuge 
in the orgenisation. 

Major General Merathe, gave 
the warning on Friday morning 
when addressing a pass-out 
parade or more than 200 army 
personnel, at the Sir Seretse 
Khama Barracks in 
Mogoditsnane. 

Mr Merafhe reminded his men 
that although the Botswana 
Defence Force was a small army, 
it was an effective Defence Force 
that was well known for its good 
discipline. He also warned them 
that it was not expected of any ne 
of them to do anything likely to 
tarnish the good image of this 
force. 

“The image of the Force 
depends on all of us, and jet us 
all make concerted effort to 
protect it", pleaded the Major 
General. 

He also spoke about the 
unstable security in this region 
which, he indicated, continued 
to be a matter of grave concern 
and presented a potential 
challenge to all of the BDF men. 
it was fherefore incubent upon 
them to prime themselves to meet 
this challenge.

“We are a smail Force, and 
therefore we cannot rely on s* ser 
numbers to achieve our 
objectives and this probiem is 
compounded bv the very tight 
economic situation of this 
country at present which inhibits 
the development of our Force”, 
he said.

powers which, he said, he was 
confident they would exercise 
with discretion. 

“There is no reason why you 
should fail to satisfy the 
requirements of your new rank 
as you Nave been equipped with 
the necassary knowledge to 
enable you to discharge the 
functions of this new respon- 
sibility”, he said. 

Giving them a few hints, the 
Major Genera: asxed the young 
officers to addict themselves to 
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direct and solution seeking 
thinking, saying that this would 
guarantee the success of their 
commana, if they strictly adhered 
to them. He also warned them 
that they could not afford to be 
evasive when faced with a crisis. 

“You should not be out of 
contact with reality, and make 
decisions which are not properly 
balanced. it is important that 
you should have a good sense of 
judgement as your decisions are 
likely to determine the survival 
of those placed under your 
command”, he said. 

He said that they should take 
risks if a given situation so 
demanded because without risks, 
he said, battles could not be 
won. 

Commander Merafhe also 
noted that there was a tendency 
of trying to gain cheap popularity 
by condoning acts of indiscipline. 
He therefore urged the youn4 
officers to guard against this 
unfortunate attitude which, he 
said, was quite common amongst 
some of the BDF men who have 
been placed in positions of 
leadership. 

The eleven officers were 
awarded certificates and 
amongst the more than 200men, 
all privates, only four of them 
were awarded certificates for 
their good performance in the 
course. One of them who 
performed very weil in ali aspects 
of the course, was offered a 
trophy on top of his certificate.

New Arrondissement Boundaries

The following arrondissements are established within their respective departments: 


--Ngaoundal arrondissement, in Adamaoua department, Northern Province. 
--Eyumojock arrondissement, in Manya department, Southwest Province 

Ngaoundal arrondissement is bounded: 
--on the north by Ngaoundere arrondissement from the confluence of the Djerem and 
Mangom rivers to the confluence of the Mamour and Makam rivers. 
--on the east Meiganga arrondissement. 
--on the west by a straight line starting from the confluence of the Mamour and 
Makam rivers to its intersection with the transafrican at the village of Mambal, 
thence along the transafrican to its intersection with the Djerem river, and from 
that point along the lower course of the Djerem to its confluence with the Mbi Djoro 
river, and thence along a straight line to the boundary of Yoko arrondissement. 
--on the south by Yoko arrondissement. 


Its territory includes the cantons of Beka-Gnto and Mbarnang. 
Eyumojock arrondissement is bounded: 


--on the north by Akwaya arrondissement. 

~-on the east by the boundary between the rural communities of Manfe and Eyumojock. 
--on the south by the departments of Ndian and Meme. 

--on the west by the international boundary between the United Republic of Cameroon 
and the Federal Republic of Nigeria. 

Its territory covers the rural community of Eyumojock. 


The territorial boundaries of the arrondissements of Tibati and Manfe are accordingly 
modified.

FRANCE'S OBJECTIVES IN CHAD--Speaking on Thursday, 14 January, before the Foreign 
Affaris Committee of the National Assembly, Jean-Pierre Cot, minister-delegate of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, in charge of cooperation and development, said that with 
respect to Chad France could only have limited objectives: to ensure consolidation 

of the Libyan withdrawal; to support the efforts of the OAU and to assist the Africans 
in managing their own affairs without foreign interference; and to attempt to help 


in the reconstruction of Chad. "Therefore," he said, "France has no intention of 
interfering with the internal affairs of Chad."" He recalled, "France supports the 
national union government recognized by the OAU."" "The ambiguity of the role played 


by the inter-African force has not yet been entirely dissipated," Cot added, empha- 
sizing that it is considered by the OAU as a simple police force, while the national 
union government would like for it to be used as a "spearhead" against the troops of 
Hissein Habre.

NATION SAID TO BE TURNING GREATLY TOWARD WEST

[Excerpts] Looking at a map of Africa showing the areas supposedly under Soviet in- 
fluence shaded red, one finds that with every passing day the Peoples Republic of 
Congo is losing more of its color. The decision by Brazzaville's leadership to ex- 
ploit for profit the substantial financial returns they are getting from their oil 
production is increasingly encouraging them to abandon Marx for Mammon. 


When we talked with him about this trend, President Denis Sassou-Nguesso tried to 

deny the facts by describing the situation this way: "Our option is socialism, but 

we cannot become a socialist state by the stroke of a pen, with a simple decree..." 
These words show his obvious concern not to give the impression that the Congo sudden- 
ly intends to change camps. 


Nevertheless, at every intersection in the capital city, in all public places, the 
portraits of Karl Marx, Engels and Lenin are still standing, often right beside those 
of Patrice Lumumba of Congo, Agostinho Neto of Angola and Che Guevara of Cuba. At 
every place »xf business, in theory, decisions have to be made by the determining tril- 
ogy, which means that before any decision can be made, the leadership, the party cell 
and the trade union branch must agree. But already, in private, labor officials ad- 
mit that "this is a major obstacle to the expansion of our economy." 


Quite simply, it is recognized in official circles that the state-owned industries 
have built up a fairly substantial deficit, one which last year necessitated a 19 
billion Fr CFA subsidy (1 Fr CFA = Fr 0.02). And one minister, who is considered 
especially devoted to the socialist option, confided to us that “except for Hydro- 
congo, in the oil sector, all our state-owned industries are, in financial terms, 
bottomless pits." 


The official slogans have less and less credibility with the man on the street. "Tight- 
en belt today for a better tomorrow," it still reads on the walls in the capital city. 
But the slogan is derisively parodied: "Tighten belt in Bacongo for a better Mpila," 
the former being a lower-class neighborhood and the latter a residential area where 
some members of the government live. 
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In one ministry, a streamer denounces “imperialism and above all the agents of the 
bureaucratic middle-class." Adjoining it is a poster proclaiming: "Communism should 
be a man of high moral principle as pure as crystal" and another asserts: "Power of 
the masses = power of the people by the people for the people. Let's all go to the 
polls to give the Reds massive support." Indifferent to these anachemas and calls 

to action, two secretaries, their faces hidden under their elbows, doze away, their 
heads cradled on the keyboard of their typewriter. 


As for the Congolese Labor Party [PCT] press in this one-party state, it is also be- 
ing buffeted somewhat by contention. In an editorial in JEUNESSE ET REVOLUTION, the 
official organ of the Youth Union, which is headed by a notorious Soviet sympathizer, 
one can read: "Our governmental machinery at present does not serve the interests 
of the revolution and the Congolese people. It is a governmental apparatus which 
serves the bureaucratic and foreign-dominated bourgeoisie." And, carried away with 
his eloquence, the editorial writer continues, without pulling his punches: "The 
middle-class is fattening itself on the backs of the people like pigs in a pigsty." 


Such remarks draw neither penalties nor cutting commentaries. Though officially 
close to half the Congolese people are nominally militants for the victory of social- 
ism and there are theoretically 500,000 communist boy scouts and 150,000 trade union- 
ists, the days of general mobilization of the populace are gone--except when it comes 
to pressing for a better standard of living. But, as Western diplomats stationed in 
Brazzaville explain, one must save face. 


While freedom of expression is still very restricted, a new atmosphere has been dis- 
cerned since the last change of regime. The intellectuals, who have long stood aloof 
from the government and are especially sensitive to anything touching on the exercise 
of civil liberties, today admit that some liberalization has begun. "Sassou has 
brought detente," one of them told us, "for since he came to power, no one has died 
because of his personal political views. This is a change from the pattern of poli- 
tical assassinations and repressions which we endured with some of his predecessors, 
under Massemba-Debat for example." Almost everyone admits that institutions are op- 
erating normally, that the psychosis of conspiracy and coups has ceased, and that a 
financial recovery has occurred. Also, the general climate is less strained than 

it was under General Joachim Yhombi-Opango, still in prison since his overthrow by 
his successor, Denis Sassou-Nguesso. 


Among those pleased with the trend under way are the Catholics. John Paul II's visit 
to Brazzaville in May 1980, coming after the brutal and mysterious assassination of 
Monsignor Emile Biayenda, then archbishop of Brazzaville, confirmed the policy of 
pacification followed by the new leaders. This is light-years from the time when 
several "lunatics" set out, in the name of Marxist-Leninist orthodoxy, to turn every 
church into a meeting hall for the PCT. The harassment of foreign clergymen has 
ceased, and few people still remember that the vicar-general of the archbishop of 
Brazzaville was tortured on instructions from certain party officials. 


At peace with the Catholics, who are an active minority group because they are pre- 
dominantly from the elite, the Congolese Government has also retrieved the Matswanist 
movement, which was long on the government's blacklist. Founded half a century ago 
by a former infantryman named Andre Matswa, the Matswanist sect--persecuted under 
previous regimes--is now at peace with the authorities. With government concurrence, 
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the Matswanists have even erected a statue to their hero, at Kinkala, a town which 
is still considered to belong to the religion's devotees. It is true that the sect 
no longer presents a real political threat, because its leadership has grown old and 
the younger generations are indifferent to it. 


Mystery Surrounding A "Vendetta" 


While there is little information available about what happens within the governmen- 
tal apparatus, particularly in the high councils of the state's single party, it is 
known that despite all the efforts the head of state has made to pacify regional and 
tribal tensions, these latter remain intense. "The wealth *s in the South and the 
power is in the North," we were told by one “southernei," alluding to the economic 
resources of the Brazzaville region and the coast, as well as to the fact that Pres- 
ident Denis Sassou-Nguesso is a member of the Kouyou tribe located in the northern 
part of the country. 


All the same, the prime minister, Colonel Sylvain Goma, is a "man from the South" 
and, both within the government and in the higher levels of the bureaucracy, the new 
regime has tried to provide broad access to "southerners." These are only "collabor- 
ators,'’ government opponents contemptuously retort, when the presence of southerners 
in the ruling councils is pointed out. It is true that times have changed and that 
the supremacy of the South, undeniable at the time when independence was proclaimed 
in 1960 and maintained until the expulsion of Father Youlou from the presidency in 
August 1963, is now a thing of the past. This leads the nostalgic to say: "As far 
as the Dioue, it is the Peoples Republic of Congo. Beyond it is what we here call 
the Republic of Congo."

[Excerpts] "Well, sir! If there were a popular referendum, I assure you that an im- 
mense majority would vote to show the door to all those Ivans! These Soviets have 
managed to make themselves as unwelcome here today as they made themselves in Somalia 
shortly before their expulsion,"* said a student at Brazzaville's Marian Ngouabi Uni- 
versity. And he is by no means a reactionary. 


It is above all in the domain of foreign policy--more even than in domestic politics 
or within the PCT structure--that one sees most clearly the increasing doubts the 
Congolese leadership harbors about Marxism. From a naive enthusiasm which persisted 
through the last 10 years, they have now moved to an extreme severity. One of them 
told us privately: "As you well know, the Soviets never bring any real aid when it 
comes to development...Here, as elsewhere in Africa, they have put most of their ef- 
fort into training party professionals whom they have then vainly tried to use for 
their own ends to infiltrate and colonize the party, the bureaucracy and the army... 
They have supplied us with obsolete arms which we had to purchase with hard cash at 
high prices...They built for Brazzaville a poorly run maternity hospital, the Hotel 
Cosmos, which is so seedy that everyone left it for the Hotel Meridien as soon as it 
was opened...Scholarships for university students and those attending Soviet military 
academies: this is the extent of what we cannot bring ourselves to call Soviet aid."

Prime Minister Sylvain Goma has explained the Brazzaville government's position this 
way: "Close relations do not mean subjugation, even if we are ready to sacrifice 
many things to our desire for development...Of course, we recognize the Soviet Union 
is the leading socialist state and plays a pre-eminent role in world affairs, but 
that is all...If you want to get a clear idea of the nature of our ties with Moscow, 
compare Congo to Romania, but not at any rate to Czechoslovakia." 


The Soviet Embassy, a hugh building located close to the river port, the main center 
for economic activity in the capital city, is a remarkably effective listening post 
and is quite heavily staffed, though no one knows their total number. Similarly, 

no one knows precisely the number of civilian and military advisers working in the 
country. 

"There are many Soviet 'agents' here," said one Western diplomat here in that connec- 
tion. "The division »F labor is simple. The Soviets concern themselves with the 
police, the security rt ces, the army and the party and leave everything having to 

do with the economy and development to the West." 


Taking into account the recent decline in numbers, it would seem that less than 200 
Soviet officers are serving as technical advisers to the Congolese Army, while the 
number of civilian advisers would not appear to exceed 400 people. The fact that 
these men are for the most part concentrated in Brazzaville and Poiite Noire, and the 
fact that they are often accompanied by their families, added to a certain siege men- 
tality among the Westerners, might explain the impression of a massive Soviet pres- 
ence. One obvious sign of growing popular discontent is the increased complaining 
one hears about these erstwhile allies. One hears accusations, for example, that 
Soviet experts working in a gold mine in the southern part of the country have sinm- 
ply stolen the gold and shipped it to the Soviet Union on the pretext of sending 
samples (never returned) to the laboratory for analysis, and that they have done the 
same with heavy equipment taken to the USSR for the ostensible purpose of repairs. 


Certainly, on 13 May President Denis Sassou-Nguesso did make an official visit to 
Moscow, where he concluded a Soviet-Congolese friendship treaty. But, at the request 
of the Soviet Union, which was unhappy with the Brazzaville government's tentative 
rapprochement with the West, the trip has been postponed four times. Also, we as 

was confirmed to us personally by one of the head of state's closest advisers: "The 
treaty is not at all like those which the Soviet Unicn has concluded with Angola or 
Mozambique, for example. It does not contain a clause relating to defense in case 
the Congo should be threatened from outside. Despite all the pressure that was put 
on us, we refused to allow any kind of air, naval or land base." 


The real situation is obviously more complex. Every day the Congolese MIG-21 squad- 
ron makes training flights in the skies over Brazzaville under the guidance of Soviet 
instructors. In the port of Pointe Noire, inside fortifications the curious are rare- 
ly allowed to see, inside installations which civilian aircraft are not allowed to 
overfly, Soviet military equipment continues to be stockpiled. It is arms and muni- 
tions for the Cuban soldiers in the Angolan enclave of Cabinda who are heiping the 
Luanda government keep the separatist guerillas away from the petroleum facilities 

of the American company, Gulf, a paradox which has been denounced many times over by 
the international press. 
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One high Congolese official told us: "This is true. There are close to 2,000 Cuban 
soldiers here. That many troops have been kept here since 1975, because it was at 
that time we decided to help Angola to win its independence. As long as the South 
Africans continue to intervene in Angola, the Cubans will stay here...This does not 
in any way imply that Congo has become anybody's satellite. Those Cubans are sta- 
tioned there in a military capacity, and do not meddle in any way in Congolese 
affairs." 


There has been some inevitable friction between the populace and the Cuban soldiers, 
first at Pointe Noire and then at Brazzaville, where several Cubans--hard to iden- 
tify, since they are black--serve in the presidential guard. But the Cubans do not 
make themselves too conspicuous a presence, and the Cuban soldiers practically never 
appear in uniform outside their billets and off-duty. While the Soviets are trying 
to become less and less visible, the Cubans and Chinese, faithful to an unwavering 
policy, stubbornly continue to keep a low profile. As they are doing in Zaire, 
Somalia and Cameroon, for example, the Chinese are preparing to build an immense 
people's palace in the capital. They also maintain several medical missions in the 
north and in the outlying areas of Brazzaville where the people maintain a close 
symbiotic relationship with a populace that is very largely French-speaking. 
"Fortunately, the French are returning," we were told by one student who did not 
live through the colonial period. Many of his elders, officials and soldiers train- 
ed in France, have said the same thing in as many words. The capital of the former 
colony of French Equatorial Africa has been experiencing an extraordinary influx of 
French businessmen. These businessmen, who for some years now have primarily worked 
out of Libreville and Yaounde, have recently "drifted" toward Brazzaville and Pointe 
Noire, the Congo's economic capital. Air links with Europe last year could not keep 
pace with demand, and Congolese hotels are booked solid several weeks in advance. 


The opening to the West is obvious. Received twice in Paris by Mr Mitterrand, Pres- 
ident Denis Sassou-Nguesso did not try to hide his satisfaction with the wy the 
talks went. The meeting of the Joint Franco-Congolese Commission last October in 
Brazzaville, under the chairmanship of Mr Jean-Pierre Cot, the acting minister for 
cooperation and development, provided an opportunity for numerous affirmations of 
mutual friendship. 


In 1980 French aid amounted to an estimated 16 billion Fr CFA, French interests 
own a majority of shares in some 60 major Congolese enterprises. The Congolese, 
for their part, are ready to play ball, and the minister of foreign affairs explain- 
ed why: "The Socialist victory of 10 May has changed the prospects for Franco-Con- 
golese ccoperation. The successive governments in Paris under Georges Pompidou 

and Valery Giscard d'Estaing were hostile to Congo, while, for sentimental reasons, 
De Gaulle was favorably disposed toward our country. Today, working hand in hand 
with Francois Mitterrand's France, sharing the same ideological approach, we can 
together build a modern Congo without being held back by mutual suspicion or tacti- 
cal considerations, and France, which is feeling the full effects of the world 
recession, can hope to get its economy on the road to recovery here." 


For the moment, Franco-Congolese cooperation has come back to life. More than 600 


French technical advisers are already working in Congo. Nearly one-half of them 
(290) are teachers. France is involved in the massive project of realigning the 
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Congo-Ocean railraod, an operation which is already two-thirds complete. The Bureau 

of Geological and Mining Exploration (BRGM) and the Central Fund for Economic Cooper- 
ation (CCCE) are directly involved in various agricultural development projects, in- 

cluding the preparation of a vast manioc-growing complex in the Niari valley and 

some major tobacco-growing projects in the Bateke highlands. 


Second to France as a source of foreign aid is the European Economic Community. In 
the last 3 years it has provided close to 15 billion Fr CFA to the Congolese Govern- 
ment in various programs, largely concentrating its efforts in the field of extension 
and modernization of the rail and highway infrastructure. President Sassou-Nguesso 
has always been careful not to neglect his relations with Brussels, and now he in- 
tends to improve them. This objective, like his recent rapprochement with the United 
States, despite the difficulties encountered in the dialogue with the Reagan Admin- 
istration, is part of a larger plan. Part of it, of course, is getting free from 
Soviet influence by cultivating a diverse set of international relationships, but 
more important is getting the West involved in Congo's current economic "boom," so 
the country will be better prepared to enter what is already being called the "post- 
oil era." !

[Excerpts] Pointe Noire--The economic capital of the Congo, the only major seaport 
in a country largely turned toward the interior, Pointe Noire is once again booming. 
There are twice as many Europeans here now as during the colonial period. In 1958 
there were 3,000 French; now there are 6,000 expatriates--including 4,500 French and 
a large number of Italians and Portuguese. But it is impossible to pin the figure 
down precisely, for in fact for some months now the number of foreigners, and partic- 
ularly French nationals, has been continually growing--"many of them are on simple 
6-month contracts,’ we were told by one business executive on the scene. And he 
added: "Nothing can keep up with it. Not water service, not electricity, not the 
roads." 


Indeed, the water is cut off frequently, because of the poor condition of the lines 
and their limited capacity. As for power failures, also a daily occurrence, though 
paradoxically the city is located in the part of the country which abounds with oil- 
fields, they are the result of the decrepit condition of a thermal power plant which 
is poorly adapted to handling increased local consumption. Finally, it is true that 
a simple car trip through the city takes on the aspect of a major expedition, if the 
driver strays from the main arteries; vehicles easily sink into the sand on which 
the entire urban area is built. 


"The Beautiful Blue Oil Pollution" 


At the French Consulate General, schooling problems are viewed as quite serious, and 
it is a subject of the most intense concern to expatriates, both in the Congo and 
elsewhere in Africa: "The Charlemagne school, built to accommodate 300 students, is 
already overcrowded. An annex is going to be built, and all the French businesses 
established here have agreed to donate 1 million Fr CFA per child to hasten its con- 
struction." 
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The third largest port of former French Africa (after Dakar and Abidjan), Pointe 
Noire is currently experiencing acute shortages of the consumer goods the Europeans 
puy. The expatriates continuousiy "besiege" Pointe Noire's two supermarkets to 
await the arrival of sugar, pasta, flour, coffee and red wine. 


Villas in ruins for lack of upkeep, beaches fouled by the intensive oil operations 
both offshore and on land ("the beautiful blue oil-spill," say the expatriates iron- 
ically)--the first problem one faces is the lack of housing. Almost everywhere in 
the city, construction crews have been set hastily to work and multi-family housing 
units are coming up. Because of the lack of available buildings, one oil company 
has temporarily set up headquarters in an old hotel. Congolese officials have done 
the same. And one must reserve rooms several weeks in advance if one wants to get 
lodging in the only hotel here worthy of the name. 


The impact of the "oilers" is a controversial subject. As the authorities and the 
majority of Pontenegrins see it, they are the source of prosperity in Pointe Noire 
and Congo. Elf-Congo, which produces 66 percent of Congolese oil, maintains excel- 
lent relations with public authorities that are increasingly attracted to an open 
economy. On che other hand, some people are indignant about the effects on the 
environment, protest environmental degradation, and denounce the pollution. 


Despite these hazards, it is clear that oil has comp.etely restructured the economic 
realities in a country in which for half a century the forests were the only major 
resource. Today, we are told by "Comrade Minister of Waters and Forests," (who, in 

a regression to Marxist habits, receives visitors accompanied by his chief of staff 
to fill in anything he has forgotten) that exports of wood now amount to no more 

than 10 percent of the gross domestic product. However, two-thirds of the surface 
area of the country is still covered by forest, and everything possible is being done 
to preserve this exceptionally valuable asset, and indeed to increase it. 


This is a part of the context in which one must view the experiment of the Congolese 
Industrial Forestation Unit (UAIC) which is supposed to provide the raw materials 

for a pulp plant to be installed in the outskirts of Pointe Noire. This project is 
supposed to create more than 1,500 jobs and increase port traffic by 40 percent. Al- 
ready 300 people, including four expatriates, have started planting more than one 
million fast-growing eucalyptus saplings. "By taking cuttings,'' a French technical 
adviser told us, "we can get 20,000 plants out of one tree. The average growth rate 
is 3 centimeters per day, or 7 meters a year." However, important "black gold" may 
be now, the "green gold" option is not being foreclosed. 


But while oil production has only really taken of* in the last 5 years, it accounted 
for 85 percent of Congolese exports as early as 1979, and should be 90 percent in 
1980 (there is a one-year lag on the statistics here). 


Budget Doubled in Two Years 
Whereas, in 1978, the Congolese treasury collected no more than 9 billion Fr CFA in 
royalties out of overall oil production totalling 2.5 million tons, it is estimated 


that in 1981, out of 4.2 million tons (2.5 million of it produced by Elf-Congo), 
the Congolese Government will get 60 billion Fr CFA directly and close to 100 billion 
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from all related revenue sources. The Congolese budget has doubled in 2 years, and 
despite excessive expenses, primarily caused by a swollen civil service, Brazzaville's 
rulers have already raised the capital budget to 55 billion Fr CFA, compared to 111 
billion for the operating budget. Congo's external indebtedness, which appeared ex- 
cessive several months ago and is now on the order of 200 billion Fr CFA, today seems 
reasonable. 

"The Congolese are moderate in their excesses," add the diplomats, who are often crit- 
ical of African rulers. Unlike some of its neighbors, Congo seems for the moment to 
have avoided the pitfall of excessive economic liberality, and both Brazzaville and 
Pointe Noire remain cities on a human scale. However, there is thought of building 
a 26-story building in the capital, and it seems certain that a government building 
costing close to 9 billion Fr CFA will be built. For the moment, however, a serious 
effort is being made to distinguish between legitimate and unscrupulous businessmen, 
those whom people in the president's entourage call "vultures." 


Mr Yoka, the minister of cooperation, said to us on this subject: "In every sector 
of activity we have asked the CNPF [National Council of French Employers] to give us 
the names of ten major business firms, and we have decided that these will be the 
only firms allowed to bid on contracts. 


A Country Turning Greatly Toward the West 


Everywhere, at every level, in every government agency, there is talk of plans and 
projects under way: realignment of the Congo-Ocean railroad, begun in 1977, is prac- 
tically complete; work is proceeding satisfactorily on the high-voltage line from 
Loudima to Pointe Noire, in which Spie-Batignolles is heavily involved; building of 
the Ouesso-Owendo road covering a distance of more than 300 km; private industrial 
projects in the agro-industrial, forestry and mining sectors, among others. All 

this is in striking contrast with the morass in which the state-owned industries have 
sunk: SIAN [Niari Industrial and Agricultural Company], whose sugar production has 
fallen from 70,000 to 20,000 tons; the Lutete cement works, which are short of clink- 
ers; a flour mill out of grain; an oil-works without ground-nuts, etc. 


Trade figures, in any case, show that Congo is turning greatly toward the West. 
France is its biggest supplier (51 percent of its imports) and eighth largest cus- 
tomer (2.8 percent of Congolese exports). The United States is the second largest 
supplier and also the second largest customer, because of its oil imports. Oil also 
explains why Italy (all of whose oil is distributed by Agip) is the Congo's biggest 
customer. We should also mention that the Republic of South Africa buys 5 percent 
of the wood exported by Congo and that Japan has cornered nearly 90 percent of the 
automobile market: it is true that the Japanese sell their trucks 30 percent below 
their competitors' prices, and their automobiles 40 percent below, even though they 
are equipped with stereos and air-conditioning.... 


Ali the same, the philosophy espoused by Congo's leadership has the virtue of clar- 
ity. And it was summed up for us by one high official. ‘Politics must yield to 
economics, which from now on are going to be top priority. This is why Congo trades 
with the Bahamas and Brazil. It is why we collaborate more and more closely with 
the Western countries."

NEWS OF UNREPORTED DEATHS IN ARMED FORCES SURFACES 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 11 Feb 82 p 15 


[Text] ACCRA, February 10--Several Ghanaian soldiers, including officers, have 
been killed during clashes between various factions of the Army in recent weeks, 
according to reliable sources here. 


Observers viewed the reports as indications of continuing unrest within various 
units in the armed forces, particularly among officers, who are said to be in- 
creasingly challenged by the troops. 


The first death reportedly occurred on January 29, the day after shooting broke 
out at the nearby Burma camp, headquarters of Ghana's new military rulers. Shot 
dead at his home was a non-commissioned Air Force officer, assigned to protect 
Ghana's new leader, Jerry Rawlings, the sources said. 


On February 3, an Air Force pilot was killed at the Burma camp officer’ mess by 


fellow soldiers, likely from the Army, the sources added. 


At the main Ghanaian naval base of Takoradi, some 250 kms (155 miles) west of 
here, two officers and a Navy quartermaster were executed on February 4, report- 
edly for their opposition to the new regime. 


It was believed in Accra that the Navy had shown some reluctance to support the 
military rulers, who toppled the civilian government of President Hilla Limann 
in a New Year's Eve coup. 

At Kumassi, in Central Ghana, one soldier was found dead in a church on Sunday. 
The Ghanaian press reported the killing in an accounc of a football match at 
Kumassi, saying that news of the death was passed on by word of mouth at the 


game. The press also said that shots were heard at the game. 


Observers noted that the news of the killing had apparently gone undetected by 
military censors, who exercise tight control over the press, radio and foreign 
journalists. (A.F.P.)

LARGE FLOUR CONSIGNMENT EXPECTED TO RELIEVE SHORTAGE 
Monrovia DAILY OBSERVER in English 12 Feb 82 p 8 


[Text] A large consignment of flour is expected to arrive here shortly to relieve 
the acute flour shortage which has stopped production at several of Monrovia's 
bakeries for more than a fortnight now, 


Arriving aboard the vessel, Niger, which docks here at the end of February, this 
shipment is expected to be supplemented by two others of a similar volume, 
scheduled to arrive sometime during the morth of March, 


The flour which is reported to be of exceptional quality is being brought in by 
Lib-Afric Associates, Inc., a Liberian-owned company which has been granted 
permission by the Commerce Ministry to import the commodity. 


According to a spokesman for the company, two French experts are scheduled to 
visit here before the first shipment arrives, to provide technical advice to 
bakeries on how to derive the best use from the flour, 


With the French being as proud of their bread as they are, bakers here have 
expressed the optimism that with this new flour, the quality of their bread 
will improve and sales will increase accordingly. 


An official of the Commerce Ministry has confirmed that other companies have 
been authorized to import flour, following their presentation of quotations to 
bring the commodity into the country at a cheaper cost, 


This move came after the National Milling Company halted its production of flour 
following a reported delay in its bid to get government's approval for a flour 
price-increase, 

However, to date, this paper has not received word on the progress of any other 


competitor that can import flour at a cheaper cost than the $28.65 per hundred- 
pound-bag that the last consignment of imported flour was sold at.

DOE SHAKES UP REVENUE, MARITIME DIVISION OF FINANCE MINISTRY 
Monrovia DAILY OBSERVER in English 1 Feb 82 pp 1, 10

[Excerpt] The Head of State and Chairman of the People's Redemption Council, C-I-C 
Samuel K. Doe, with the advice and consent of the PRC, has effected a major 

shakeup at the Ministry of Finance. The areas affected are the divisions of Rev- 
enues and Maritime Affairs. 


In the shake-up, Mrs. Henrietta Koenig, a brilliant, Harvard-trained tax lawyer, 
becomes Deputy Minister of Finance for Revenues. She is the first woman to hold 
that post. 


Mrs. Koenig, who until her appointment over the week-end was Assistant Minister of 
Finance for Revenues, replaces Mr. Edwin J. Yarngo, whom the Head of State has 
appointed Deputy Director General of the Institute of Public Administration (IPA). 


Efficiency 


Succeeding Mrs. Koenig as Assistant Minister for Revenues is Mr. Benjamin Karmo, 
35, who was, until his appointment, Deputy Commissioner of Customs, Mr. Karmo, 

a product of the University of Liberia, holds an M.B.A. from Xavier University in 
the United States. 


Observers see the shake-up in the Revenue Division at Finance as an attempt by the 
Head of State to strengthen the hand of the new Finance Minister, G. Alvin Jones, 

in his determined effort to develop a more efficient, honest and aggressive tax 
administration, especially at a time when Government is facing a situation of dwind- 
ling revenues. 


Meanwhile, the Head of State has also appointed Mr. Arnold J. Kandakai as Deputy 
Commissioner of Maritime Affairs. Mr. Kandakai was, until his new appointment, 
Deputy Director General of the IPA. He has once served as Assistant Commissioner 
for Maritime. 


Another major shift at Finance is that of Mr. Joseph P. Keller, who now becomes 
Deputy Commissioner of Maritime in the Registration Department, New York. Mr. 
Keller, a Cuttington-trained economist, served for the past several years as Deputy 
Commissioner of Maritime in Geneva, Switzerland. 
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He is the first Liberian to be appointed to that post in New York, probably the 
most critical in the nation's Maritime service, since thet is where most of the 
Liberian-flag ships are registered. 


The position, until Mr. Keller's appointment was held by a white American in the 
person of Mr. Pat Farrell. 


Control 


The Head of State appointed Mr. George M. Arkue, of the Maritime office in Mon- 
rovia, to succeed Mr. Keller as Deputy Commissioner of Maritime in the Geneva of- 
fice. 


The Maritime Affairs department is one of the major revenue earning sectors of Gov- 
ernment. It provides some $6m to $8m in net earnings to Government annually. 

The shake up there, too, observers believe, is meant not only to boost the effi- 
ciency of maritime administration, but also to exercise some measure of Government 
control. 


The appointment of Mr. Keller, replacing an expatriate, for the first time, is 
seen as a bold attempt by Government to have a more direct say in the Maritime ad- 
ministration, which is being handled under contract by the Monrovia-based Interna- 
tional Trust Company (ITC). 


The management of the Maritime Affairs includes registration of ships and running 
of the central office in Monrovia as well as offices in London, New York, Geneva 
and Reston, Virginia (where Dr. Rocheforte L. Weeks is serving as Deputy Commis- 
sioner). 


The Maritime Commissioner also makes sure that the tonnage fees are collected; 
that all the administrative expenses are paid and that the profits are shared, 


with Government receiving 80 per cent and ITC 20 per cent (including administrative 
costs).

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CRIMINAL COURT JUDGES CONDEMN TRIBALISM, CORRUPTION

[Text] Tribalism, that epidemic which has obstructed the dispensing of justice 

in the Liberian courts for years, will no longer be condoned in Revolutionary 
Liberia, assigned Circuit Judge of the Criminal Court "B," James T. Kandakai, said 
Monday. 


Judge Kandakai, speaking at the opening of the February term of both criminal 
courts "A" and "B" at the Temple of Justice Monday, called on the entire judi- 
ciary to refrain from acts inconsistent with the administration of justice, 


He said tribalism should not overshadow justice in the court room, adding: "the 
court's verdict should be consistent with records of the proceeding trial." 


Judge Kandakai who prior to his assignment was presiding over the Circuit Court 
in Lofa County, said judgments rendered in cases involving individuals brought 
before the court should reflect as deterrents of similar repetitional acts, 


He noted that the "pick-and~-choose" system in the courts is "dangerous" and 
inconsistent with the aims and objectives of the Liberian revolution. 


Judge Kandakai who spoke on the theme, "implication of the emblem of Justice and 
obligation of the Court to the Society," said lawyers should not pressurize 
judges by reporting them to the Supreme Court, but should rather cooperate for 
speedy trials of cases at bars, 


Corruption 


Judge Napoleon Thorpe of the Criminal Court "A" said at the opening that corrup- 
tion will not be encouraged in any form, He called on prosecuting attorneys, 
defense counsels, the jury and court officers to be vigilant and honest workers. 
He warned that anyone caught receiving bribe or engaging in similar practice would 
be penalized, 
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Judge Thorpe called for cooperation between the court and members of the bar for 
speedy trial of cases on the court's dociet. 


Magistrates and Justices of the Peace, he said, should desist from favouritism 
and playing delay tactics in cases brought before them, 
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PRC DECREES RESIDENTIAL RENT REDUCTIONS, VIOLATION FINES 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 8 Feb 82 p 3 


[Text] It is hereby decreed »vy the People's Redemption Council of the Armed 
Forces of Liberia as follows; 


1. That all rents within the confines of the Republic are not to exceed their 
present level, 


2. That effective as of March 1, 1981, all rents on premises used for residential 
purposes are hereby reduced by Twenty-Five (25%) percent in Monrovia and its 
immediate environs and in all other political subdivisions of the Republic by 
Fifteen percent (15%), respectively. 


3. The above provision does not apply to the following: 


(a) Rent payable as per Lease Agreement running for period of Twelve (12) 
months or more, with same being paid in advance and in effect and operative on or 
before the date of this Decree. 


(b) Rents payable for non-residential occupancy, such as buildings and/or other 
premises used for the purpose of conducting business or other commercial enter- 
prises. 


(c) Premises for which Lease Agreement were entered into prior to March l, 1981. 


4, That it shall be unlawful for any landlord to refuse to reduce any such rent 
as mandated in Section 1 or to evict any tenant from his premises because he 
requires him to comply with this Decree, 


5. That a landlord who violates any provisions of this Decree shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor which shall be cognizable before any Justice of the Peace or 
Magisterial Court, 


6. That the penalty for such violation shall be a fine of $2,000.00 for the first 
offence and $2,000.00 with 30 days imprisonment for the second offence, 








7. That all fines imposed hereunder shall be paid into the Revenue of the Republic 
of Liberia with the offender obtaining a Revenue receipt, 


ANY LAW TO THE CONTRARY NOTWITHSTANDING, 


This Decree shall take effect immediately upon the signature of the Head of State 
and Chairman of the People's Redemption Council of the Republic of Liberia,

' After rescuing Wiah, 
police sources said Matu: and 
Nagbe got in a fight with the 
Fanti men on the sea where 
guards in the watch tower of 
the Liberia National Coast 
Guard in Point Four spotted 
them. 

Police said the commander 
of the base immediately 
dispatched a rescue team to 
fetch the fighting sea goers to 
shore. 

The team, led by Lt. Com- 
mander James W. Wileh, 
later succeeded in bringing 
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the men on shore where upon 
hearing the news members of 
both tribes began fighting 
with fists, sticks and other 
missiles.

DOE GIVES CUSTOMS STAFF DUTY, TAX COLLECTION ULTIMATUM

were given a two-month 
ultimatum yesterday by Head of 
State Doe to improve the collec- 
tion of duty and other taxes or 
face dismissal.

lections did not improve within 
the next two months, the entire 
staff at the Free Port Customs 
Office will be dismissed, adding: 


‘the Liberian people were look- ~ 


ing at the Free Port for the 
generation of adequate revenue 
since the iron ore and rubber 
which were government’s major 


sources’ Of income were no 


longer generating anything’. - 
Head of State Doe also said 
the recent news report that some 
business proprietors had issued 
uncertified checks totalling 
about $250,000 for government 


taxes was alarming. 

C.I.C. Doe then cautioned 
the chief of the Customs Office, 
Mr. Francis Kelekai, to ensure 
that such unwholesome practices 
were eradicated, according to 
the Liberia News Agency. 

In remarks, Mr. Kelekai told 
the Head of State that his office 
was doing everything possible to 
improve the collection of taxes 
at the Port, but explained that 
the lack of transportation and 
other logistics, such as 
typewriters hindered the smooth 
operation of the office. - 


"HE said he was aware that 


some business proprietors were 
issuing bouncing checks to 
government in payment of taxes. 

He assured the Head of State 
that if.the necessary logistics 
were given him on time, the col- 
lection of duty and other taxes at 
the Free Port would improve im- 
mediately.

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LEC TO INTRODUCE NEW TRANSFORMER SYSTEM IN SANNIQUELLE

[Text] As an attempt to improve power distribution and lessen kilowatts load on 
engines, the Liberia Electricity Corporation's branch in Sanniquelle, Nimba County 
is to introduce a 12,500-volt transformer system in the city, to replace the 
present 2,400-volt type. 


Apart from Grand Cape Mount County and Nimba County, Counties which are presently 
using the 2,400-volt system, the rest of the nine counties use the 12,500-volt 
system which allows the transformers to boost the productivity of electricity. 


Since August last year, the historic city of Sanniquellie has been without regular 
flow of electricity due to mechanical problems caused by the four-year-old 900~ 
kilowatt which is being repaired, The local branch here only supplies the super- 
intendent's house, the police station, Camp Grant Military Barracks and the G.W. 
Harley Hospital, 


In an interview in Sanniquellie recently, LEC's superintendent in Nimba County, 
R, Washington Cooper, said the 2400-volt system has created more load for the 
engine which has resulted in the continuous breakdowns. 


Though there has been some problems with electricity in the city, Mr Cooper noted 
that the major one started December 31, 1981, when the cooler of the 900-kilowatt 
unit fajled to operate, causing water to enter the combustion system which resulted 
in powei <ailure in Sanniquellie City. 


To alleviate the situation, Mr Cooper said three new standby generators of 100 
kilowatts each have been brought in the county but he pointed out that the two 
engines were not in good condition and are being repaired, He said one of them 
is being repaired by LAMCO and it is to be completed shortly while the other, 
found to be beyond repair, has been sent to Monrovia for replacement. He did not 
say how soon it will be replaced. 


Mr.Cooper, however, assured the citizens of Sanniquellie City that there will be 
current in the city by February 12 this year, 
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Pointing out as one of the major calamities affecting LEC branch in the area was 
the failure of government agencies and officials in the county to settle their 
bills. 


He said even though it has been made known that government agencies in the county 
settle their electricity bills through the local office, those in charge of those 
agencies have never done so. 


He maintained that out of about $11,000 bills sent out by his branch monthly, only 
about $4,000 is received from private and business individuals, 


To ensure the continuous flow of current in the city, Mr Cooper suggested that a 
spacious power house with modern facilities such as devices and air compressors 
be erected in the city. 


The lack of electricity in a large part of the city, according to LINA corres- 
pondent Lawrence T. Tokpah, is hampering a number of business houses including 
shops, night clubs and restaurants, 


Meanwhile, rumours circulating around Sanniquellie city have it that a woman has 
confessed in the local Aladura Church here that she too, has contributed to the 
continuous power failure in the city. 


The woman, whose husband reportedly owns a shop in a neighbourhood with a smail 
private power plant, said she did this through witchcraft in order to effect the 
attention of citizens and residents here from night clubs and bars whose existence 
depends on LEC power supply. 


By doing so she reportedly said, more customers will rush to their shop for "cold 
drinks." 
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MINISTER ACCUSES BUSINESS FIRMS OF FAILING TO MEET OBLIGATIONS

Business enterprises in the country have been accused 
by Dr. Byron Tarr, Minister of. Planning and Economic 
Affairs, of embarrassing the PRC by not meeting.their 
obligat! * as to the government as well as to international 


financial bodies. 

Dr. Tarr said that among many 
difficulties facing the Liberian 
economy at the moment is the 
deliberate refusal by the business 
community to honestly meet its 
obligations. 

He noted that despite max- 
imum fiscal incentives given by 
the government to private enter- 
prises, “ a large mumber of 
business enterprises in this coun- 
try, especially trading houses 
and professional groups, 


habitually evade taxes, adding 


further strain on the already 
gloomy national economic pic- 
ture. 

Dr. Tarr who made these asser- 
tions yesterday at the Monthly 


iuncheon of the Liberia Chamber 
of Commerce held at the Ducor 
Hotel in Monrovia, made specific 
reference to trading houses as 
one group noted for evading 
legitimate taxes. 

He said another example of 
lack of positive response from 
businesses to government in- 
centives” is their clandestine 
efforts to embarrass the 


Government”. He explained 
that since the military 
takeover in Liberia nearly 


two years ago, a large number 
of businesses have failed to 


‘honour their international 


obligations to such bodies as 
the British Export Credit 
Guaranty Department, among 
others. 

As a result, the BECGD has 
“refused to provide cover for 
sales to Liberia’’, said the 
Planning Minister. He added 
that “such rational refusal” 
by the London-based financial 
organization was indicative of 
lack of international con- 
fidence in the PRC Govern- 
ment, 

To this effect, Minister Tarr 
said his ministry has furnished 
the Liberia Chamber of Com- 


merce a list of business..entbr- 


prises that have failed to. meet 
their obligations. ne ree ia 
He said the: 


within the private sector was 
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"not responsible corporate citizenship," considering Government's intentions to be 


fair and equitable to business and provide means of fuller participation in the 
economy. 


He cited the large number of persons in the timber industry who are inclined to 
illegally take away [word unclear] rest concessions from their rightful owners, a 
Situation whose impact on Liberia's international relationships "has been less 
than desirable." 


Dr. Tarr, the Illinois State University trained economist, asserted that govern- 
ment's fair intentions must be reciprocated in an air of mutual cooperation. 


Besides the unfair precedence set by certain members of the private sector so 


far, the Planning Minister pointed out a number of ineffectiveness in the public 
sector. 


Public Sector 


"We realize that the role of the public sector as the guidance for the economy can 
be enhanced by effective public sector management." He added with regrets that 
there has been minimal improvement in this connection, especially with the public 
corporations sector. 


This sector has continued to drain so heavily on the national economy that even re- 
cently a friendly government advised that "a loan extended for infrastructural 
improvement" for a particular public corporation be withdrawn, because of the in- 
effective management of the corporation concerned, said Dr. Tarr. This advise was 
needed. 


He indicated that development was intensifying the "confidence crisis" which the 
national government has been trying its utmost to erase. He said that "all ef- 
forts must be made to improve the management of the public sector." 

Minister Tarr, a pioneer of the Tarr-Richards Development Consultancy (of which 


he is no longer a part due to official engagement) did acknowledge that the road 
to a better Liberian economy is a difficult one yet not an impossible journey.

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PRETORIUS DEFINES NEW IDEOLOGICAL DIRECTION

THE MASS White 
Nationalist rally at 
Windhoek’s rugby 
stadium recently 
was another milestone 

in the fall of 
the NP in SWA. 


Previously it was the 
Street protest against the 
inception of the National 
Assembly within the wails 
of the Turnhalle, against 
the wishes of White 
Nationalists whose ‘nien- 
tion it never was to share 
decision — making with 
their Black peers, but only 
to consult with them in the 
Turnhalle Consultative — 
and then Constitutional 
Conference. 

That was in December 
1978. 

“Away with the 
National Assembly”, was 
the slogan, and to back up 
its call with action, the 
Aktur delegates vacated 
their seats in the Assembly. 

But to little avail, for a 
few months later, they 
were back in their places, 
in the multi-racial National 
Assembly, daily victimised 
and humiliated by the Black 
delegates of the ruling 
DTA, flushed with their 
new-found political pride. 

A lot of sludge has 
Nowed beneath the bridge 
since then, the DTA itself 
showing the signs of strain 


"NP at the Crossroads") 


that must come when one 
sits on the widening 
political fissure threatening 
to cleave our colonial 
society in two. 

Four years later, last 
weekend, the NP’s call was 
“Away with UN Resolu- 
tion 435 AND _ the 
National Assembly”. Old 
grievances remain and new 
ones have been added to 
White Nationalist frustra- 
tions. 


Party leader Mr Kosie 
Pretorius sought and got 
the meeting’s mandate to 
run his back on 435, and to 
veer sharply into a con- 
stitutional direction which 
is irresistable in its logic 
but doomed to fail. 

Mr Pretorius spelled out 
the fears and frustrations 
of his Party, leaving no 
doubt where the NP stands 
today, both in the context 
of the international dispute 
surrounding the Territory, 
and in terms of the social 
interests which the NP 
thrives upon — farmers and 
White bureaucrats. 


REMARKABLE 
EXTREME 

In no less than five of his 
18 pages of notes did Mr 
Pretorius devote to the 
Lund Question, going up to 
the remarkable extreme of 
calling upon the militant 
pro-Swapo Namas to unite 
with the Nats in protecting 
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status quo with regards to 
land distribution. 

Dr Kenneth Abrahams 
(National Independence 
Party) was not all that out 
of step when he raised the 
land question during and 
address by Federal Party 
leader Mr Bryan O’Linn 
on the present Western set- 
tlement initiative. 

As Mr Pretorius’s ad- 
dress showed, White 
nationalist resistance to an 
internationally-acceptable 
settlement in Namibia, 
makes its stand on the land 
question, as one of the tur- 
rets of defencism. 

Black nationalists want 
the land they claim to be 
historically theirs and 
White nationalists want to 
cling to what .hey claim to 
be historically theirs, the 
only differeiice is the 
period of hist»ry to which 
they lay claira, the former 
to precolonial, the latter to 
colonial situation. Both see 
the promise and the threat, 
respecitvely, in the national 
question. 

The position which Mr 
Pretorius has now taken 
White Nationalists into, il- 
lustrates for the umpteenth 
time, the hapless plight of 
colonial settlers in a 
colonial society-dependent 
on their colonial godfathers 
to retain their privileged 
iocation in the peripheral 
society, yet the final ob- 
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stacle blocking the way to 
decolonisation and 
national independence. 
And so it is that the con- 
Stitutional hybrid with 
which Mr Pretorius has 
now come up with, nemely, 
the geographic. division of 
SWA into two halves, and 
the insulation of White 
landed property against a 
land-hungry Black 
nationalism, is a_ last 
desperate attempt to cleave 
a historical path between 
two mutually- 
contradictory solutions. 
The result is, necessarily, 


4 constitutional 
schizophrenia for this 
country. 


And yet, the history of 
post colonial Africa is filled 


with  secessions from 
newly-independent 
states... 


Exactly what power the 
Nationalists have to en- 
force their weird-sounding 
constitutional plan for the 
Territory, remains open at 
this stage. 

Addressing the far right 
groups that have sprung up 
in SA_ recently and 
mobilised considerable 
support particularly on the 
SWA independence issue, 
Mr Pretorius warned: “If 
far rightwing groups come 
to this Territory to help the 
NP and those Blacks who 
believe in Christianity, to 
understand what is hap- 








pening here, and to take 
that message back to SA, 
we would welcome them. 
But if they come here sole- 
ly for their own political 
motives, they are coming 
at a most inopportune 
time.” 


It should be noticed that 
Mr Pretorius did not ask 
them to stay away, nor did 
he say what would happen 
if they continued to come 
for their own _ political 
motives. He has not closed 
his options with the far 
right, it seems. 


Underscoring this in- 
terpretation is the attack 
by Mr Pretorius on the SA 
nationalist paper Die Tran- 
svaler, for alleging that 
there was a growing 
coalescence between the 
NP and the HNP in SWA. 


“Keep your nose out of 
our affairs, or inform 
yourselves properly,” was 
the message given to that 
organ on Saturday night. 


The dependence of 
White Nationalists in SWA 
on the retention of SA state 
influence in the Territory 
was highlighted by 
remarks from Mr Pretorius 
such as “I have no reason 
to believe that SA will 
leave us in the lurch,” and 
“if SA betrays us it betrays 
itself.” 


Who the “us” is is of 
course open to interpreta- 
tion but however 
ideologically defined within 
the scope of an Aktur ral- 
Iving all the Black Chris 


twan forces it can muster 
neFind the SP’s banner, 
che fact remains that the 
‘us a Waite NP one. 
There was not a single 
Black Namubian preseint at 
that raliy, and of course 


the evening's proceedings 
ended with Die Stem. 

Mr Pretorius’s _ state- 
ments on the Land Ques- 
tion were revealing on the 
persuasive power of 
iGeoiogical interpretation 
and re-interpretation of 


history to suit the needs of 
the moment in a political 
party's life. 

At the outset, it should 
not go unnoticed that the 
NP’s entire demand for a 
geographic carving of the 
country into two con- 
stitutional pieces, was 
raised for the first time 
NOW at the conclusion of 
Phase One of the latest set- 
tlement process, and not 
before. 


LAST DITCH 
STAND 

One is led to the in- 
escapable conclusion that 
the proposal is in essence 
an opportunist and last 
ditch stand in the fact of 
growing odds against the 
majority party of the 
White settlers in SWA. 

Mr Pretorius tried to 
conceal such motivation 
with an apparently prin- 
cipled one, re-interpreiing 
the entire national struggle 
for independence as being 
one for an overthrowing of 
the “existing order.” If 
national independence of a 
colonial entity requires the 
replacement of a colonial 
State with a nationally in- 
dependent one, I suppose it 
could be _—read as 
“overthrowing the existing 
order.” 

But that must. be 
qualified as an overthrow- 
ing of the existing con- 
Stitutional order, and not 


the whole structure of 
society. 
“The struggle is not 


between those wanting to 
overthrow the existing 
order peacefully and those 
wanting to do it forceful- 
ly,” were Mr Pretorius’s 
words. 

“The prime struggle in 
SWA is. between those 
wishing to establish a 
Christian philosophy and 
lifestyle and those wishing 
to overthrow the present 
order unqualified through 
force.” 

But what the NP leader 
did do was spevify the in- 


terests in landed property | 
of White Nationalists in 
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SWA. 

“Land ownership is a 
delicate matter in SWA.~ 

“My people are 
primarily land owners.” 

Mr Pretorius then traces 
the history of land acquisi- 
tion by the settlers in terms 
of what he cailed_ two 
“authoritative sources” on 
the German era dealing 
with this “delicate matter”. 

These two sources 
selected from a myriad 
others, both concede that 
the Natives in SWA were 
swindled of their land, but 
whitewash it by stating 
that the swindling at least 
took place by means of 
treaties, deeds of sale, and 
the negotiated extension of 
annexed territories. 

Whether legal documen- 
tation was used to effect 
the land transfers or not, 
the fact remains that the 
deals were unfair, and in 
many instances were con- 
sciously conducted by the 
instigators in the 
knowledge that the Natives 
were not clear on the 
implications of the land 
deals. 

In fact very little indeed 
of the Natives’ original 
land was acquired as a fair 
exchange for the price paid 
by the first colonials in 
SWA. 

Not only was the 
colonial state and its 
respresentatives guilty of 
this, but the private settlers 
themselves, who granted 
extended credit terms to 
Natives in exchange for 
land and cattle and then 
demanded exorbitant 
prices for goods, delivered 
and sold in lieu of out- 
standing debts. 

These debts were always 
paid in either land or cattle. 

The German war against 
the Herero and Nama up- 
risings have generally been 
recognised as a war of land 
and cattle bounty. 

Ownership of land by 
Black and White in SWA 
at the time of the Union oc- 
cupation was largely left 
untouched, Mr _ Pretorius 


correctly states, who then 
passes on to the settlement 
of Union farmers in the 
Territory. 

“This campaign of the 
mandatory power to settle 
White farmers was,” Mr 
Pretorius states, “obvious- 
ly", he qualifies, “an at- 
tempt to improve” what he 
describes as “the farming 
business in the Territory.” 

If Mr Pretorius had not 
said so at this late hour, it 
would perhaps not have 
been all that “obvious” at 
all... 

Mr Pretorius then con 
cludes that part of his 
speech saving that SWA’s 
White nationalisis “are not 
interested in a form of :n 
dependence in which the 
retention and defence ot 
our property is not 
guaranteed beyond doubt.” 

No-one, it seems 
amongst SW A's in- 
digenous Native people 
could guarantee such a 
historical fixation on land, 
and it is unlikely that any 
constitutional arrangement 
in the future could do bet- 
ter. History has taught that 
the strongest shall over- 
come, till the next strongest 
grows stronger and so 
Of... 

In fact one can argue 
that it is precisely the con- 
sistent efforts by the ruling 
NP in the past tu squeeze 
history into a matchbox, 
that has given vent to the 
militant onslaught which it 
is now facing in this 
country. 


SWALLOWING 

As if that is not enough, 
Mr Pretorius actually tries 
to vanquish the colonial 
contradiction inherent in 
the land question by trying 
to swallow history from the 
tail. 

He quotes the famous 
Nama Chief Hendrik Wit- 
booi in his ijetter to the 
German Governor 
Leutwein, wherein the 
Chief writes “God has 


granted us different states 
universe 
know 


and 
and 


in the 
therefore I 





believe that it is no crime 
or sin that I shall remain 
the leader of my country 
and my nation. If you wish 
to kill me for my in- 
dependence and for my 
land, it is no loss or shame 
and I shall die in honesty 
and defense of my rights. I 
did not buy the land with 
money, or receive it as a 
gift, or through cunning 
but through the shedding 
of blood which is a known 
martial law.” : 

Mr Pretorius uses this 
statement of Hendrik Wit- 
booi’s to his own advan- 
tage: 

“Show me a_ better 
testimony to the recogni- 
tion of the existence of a 
variety and the self deter-

Mr Pretorius complains: 
“The Whites are too easily 
accused of having obtained 
at the cost of others that 
which they possess today, 
that there should be total 
equality and integration so 


that the wealth of the 
Whites can also. be 
shared.” 

“What wealth?” he asks 
innocently. 

“Is it the mines? he 
adds. 


“They do not belong to 
the Whites of SWA: CDM, 
Rossing, Tsumeb.” 

Of course the Whites of 
SWA do not own the 
mines, that much is known 
and for that reason are the 
White nationiist, 
entrenched in the colonial 
administration and on the 
arable land, resisting in- 
dependence. 

But we also know that it 
is the mines that keeps the 
farmer on his land and the 
civil servant at his desk 
with their lion’s share to 
the state’s coffers. 


SINGLED OUT 

Unfortunately for the 
White nationalists they are 
singled out for sacrifice, 
since the mines are needed 
by coming Black govern- 
ments too, and for the 
same reasons — too keep 
Black farmers happy and 
‘o keep Black civil servants 
in. their offices. 

The White bodies are as 
replaceable, as it is 
desirable by those 
clamouring for “national 
independence,” but the 
foreign mining monopolies 
are simply not. 

If Kari Marx was alive 
today he wouid have seized 
upon the opportunity to 
quote from Mr Pretorius’ 
Saturday night speech to il 
lustrate his dictum that 
“Religion is the opiate of 
the masses.” 

What Marx meant by 
that was that it did not so 
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much matter that some 
people believe in a sacred 
order from which they 
drew their spiritual 
sustenance, but that this 
mysterious order and the 
unshakeable belief therein, 
was used by the ruling 
classes to conceal the 
earthly roots of social in- 
justices in the real world. 

What Mr Pretorius does 
is quote from a recently- 
released UN charter on 
religious freedom (the UN 
does after all, have its oc- 
casional uses). 

Mr Pretorius notes that 
Clause 18 of the Charter of 
Human Rights is almost 
exactly repeated in the new 
‘charter. The claus’ reads 
in part that the right to 
freedom of thought, con- 
science and religion in- 
cludes the right, inter alia, 
to practice one’s beliefs. 

Mr Pretorius announces: 
“To me religious freedom 
means not only the right to 
believe what I think, but 
the right in practice, to ex- 
ercise what I believe.” 

This is trumped with his 
card saying: “The concept 
of universal, equal suf- 
frage, especially in a 
heterogenous and un- 
sophisticated society, is 
thus, to say the least, ir- 
reconcilable with my 
Christian convictions. But 
one-man-one-vote is now 
forced upon me, contradic- 
tory to the UN’s stipula- 
tions on freedom of 
religion and belief.” 

CLOAK 

Would you believe it... 
— a religious argument ad- 
ding weight to the Marxian 
thesis that religion is a 
cioak for guarding political 
interests! That is exactly 
what Mr Pretorius is at- 
tempting to do. From the 
UN's charter on freedom 
of religious practice, the 
NP leader wants to sweep 
every single bit of social 
activity and discriminatory 


practice that has become a 
way of life for most Whites 
in the Territory under the 
preacher's frock. 

And the — argument 
becomes quite literal, for 
Mr Pretorius adds that in 
terms of the UN religious 
charter, White Christian 
Nationalists in SWA 
should be legitimately al- 
lowed to exercise their 
“Christian National 
lifestyle,” in perpetuity. 

Granted, the argument 
can be pulled out of the 
bag, dusted off and dis- 
played: A Christian 
National lifestyle does not 
necessarily affect another's 
lifestyle adversely, or at all. 

But another lesson that 
history has taught in this 
country is that such a 
sanctified lifestyle has af- 
fected the whole course of 
events in our country — 
very definitely, and quite 
adversely. 

Why then are the local 
inhabitants of SWA 
fighting a war for national 
freedom? If they are heavi- 
ly under the influence of 
the anti-Christ and Com- 
munis. demon, then what is 
wrong with the Christian 
National lifestyle that it 
has not been able to stem 
the tide and influence the 
Black majority to adopt a 
peaceful acceptence of the 
colonial status quo? 

The religious argument 
is also used by Mr 
Pretorius when he quotes 
from Genesis Chapter 13 
relating the tale of 
Abraham and Lot and the 
separation of the herdsmen 
and their herds of cattle in 
view of their irreconcilable 
differences. 

“...thus they separated 
from each other.” (Verse 
1}). 

“Do I hear someone 
shouting Apartheid?” Mr 
Pretorius asks, with 
feigned incredulousness.

Mr Minnaar threw down 
the gauntlet at the NP rul- 
ing on the White second- 
tier, warning that unless 
there was a drastic change 
in the NP’s attitudes co- 
operation between the two 
parties was out. 

“If this situatian con- 
tinues to prevail, I am not 
in the slightest interested in 
conciliation and [ think my 
colleagueS on this side of 
the House feel the same”, 
Mr Minnaar said. 

Referring to statements 
made on Thursday by NP 
representative for Pionier- 
spark Dr Fanie Schoemaa, 
Mr Minnaar demanded to 
know whether the ruling 
NP associated itself with 
Dr Schoeman’s statements 
that: 
® Dr Willem de Klerk, 
Editor of the NP’s 

mouthpiece in the Tran- 
svaal, Die Transvaler, was 


a “long-haired gogga, a 
liberal and a lackey of 
communism”; 


@ The RP was “a pig in . 


the flower bed”; 
@ An internationally- 
acceptable solution for 
SWA was tantamount to 
Swapo leader Sam Nujoma 
residing in SWA House. 
NP leader and 
Chairman of the White Ex- 
ecutive Committee Mr 
Kosie Pretorius rose to say 
that he did not like reacting 
to inferences such as those 
made by Mr Minnaar.

“AGRICULTURE 
and politics, like ice- 
cream and cow dung, 
don’t mix”, Mr Heiner 
Schneider-W aterberg, 
Opposition RP _ for 
Swakopmund said this 
week. 

He was speaking during 
the no-confidence debate in 
the White Legislative As- 
sembly. 

Mr Schneider- Waterberg 
described the RS53m 
drought relief fund an- 
nounced by the Executive 
Committee of the White 
Administration last year as 
a “propaganda trick” and 
a “deliberate miusconcep- 
tion” created amongst the 
White electorate. 

Reading from the Hanr- 
sard of last year’s session 
in the Legislative Assembly 
when the drought relief 
fund was announced, Mr 
Schneider-Waterberg 
quoted the then MEC for 
Agriculture Advocate 
Eben van Zijl as saying 
that the amount of R53m 
was arrived § at after 
penetrating analysis had 
been made of the drought 
Situation. 

This did not concur 
several! months, only 
R1,5m of the total amount 
had been paid out. 


TRIMMED 
The R20m drought relief 
fund allocated to the White 


Administration by the 
Central Government in 
terms of its scheme an- 
nounced a_ short while 
later, had been trimmed to 
R18m, according to Mr 
Schneider-Waterberg, by 
ihe White MEC itself, 
because the funds already 
at its disposal for the pur- 
pose were excessive. 

One third of the White 
second-tier budget for the 
current financial year, was 
absorbed by the drought 
relief fund. 

Turning to the Ad- 
ministration’s handling of 
the Health portfolio, Mr 
Schneider-Waterberg said 
that the MEC charged with

“The White elephants 
are calving and one day 
there will be so many white 
elephants around that we 
won't know what to do 
with them,” he warned. 
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In Windhoek a White 
maternity ward was being 
manned entirely by Black 
and Brown nurses, in the 
employ of the Administra- 
tion. Maternity care was 
Only one of the most in- 
timate areas of medicine, 
added Mr _— Schneider- 
Waterberg. 

_“How does Exco recon- 
cile this practice in terms of 
its principle of racial 
separation, or is it a ques- 
tion of the method being 
used to confuse the princi- 
ple?” he asked. 

“I wonder what is going 
on the verkrampte heads of 
the NP,” he said. 

Turning to the general 
Situation in the country, 
Mr _ Schneider-Waterberg 
warned that the NP should 
not underestimate the US’s 
determination to find a set- 
tlement to the SWA dis- 
pute. 

“We must prepare 
ourselves for a_ vastly 
changed internal political 
situation in the Territory. 
Instead the NP is busy 
with polarisation politics 
and bedevilling the future 
of Whites in SWA,” he ac- 
cused. . 

Mr Schneider- Waterberg 
went on to describe the 
political development in 
White politics since the 
split in the NP in 1977 
when Mr Dirk Mudge 
broke away from the NP, 
“leaving the -verkramptes 
behind.” 
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REACTIONARY 

Since then, the NP 
changed from pursuing a 
policy of conciliation with 
other population groups as 
it did in the Turnhalle, to 
one of throwing its full 
weight behind “lily-white 
reactionary politics,” when 
it saw that its previous ef- 
forts had failed. 

The NP decided instead 
to sabotage the political 
process in SWA as a 
whole, which was tan- 
tamount to treason. 

The Chairman of the 
Assembly, Mr Koos Greeff 
intervened, calling Mr 
Schneider-Waterberg _to 
order because treason was 
an “unparliamentary 
term.” 

Mr Schneider-Waterberg 
conceded, withdrawing his 


statement, and com- 
menting: “I accept the rul- 
ing.” 


“The chickens have 
come home to roost,” con- 
tinued Mr Schneider- 


Waterberg. “The rightwing 
of the NP has become so 
strong because of the 
Party’s confrontation 
politics, that it cannot be 
controlled any longer.” 


The NP had landed in a 
political wilderness, falling 
behind in its theological 
and ideological thinking. 

Speaking immediately 
after Mr  Schneider- 
Waterberg, Mr Adolf 
Brinkman, NP MEC for 
Education replied that the 
NP stood at the forefront 
of the most advanced 
ideological development in 
the world. 

Replying also to Mr 
Schneider-W aterberg’s 
statement that the NP’s 
Land Policy was unclear, 
Mr Brinkman said that Mr 
Schneider-Waterberg 
should know very well that 
the Land Question had 
been one of the matters 
causing the split in the Ni 
in 1977, 
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SWA’S INTERIM constitution AG 8

The motion calls upon 
the AG, Mr Danie Hough 
to ‘give finality’ on the 
right of Representative 
Authorities to have the ex- 
clusive say over prsonal in- 
come tax with respect to 
their own groups. 


The Opposition 
Republican Party  ab- 
stained from yesterday’s 
vote, which followed 
several days of heated 
debaic in which the 


Ministers’ Council was ac- 
cused of actions “tan- 
tarnount to theft” by the 
NP Administration for 
Whites. 
DERAILMENT 

Introducing the motion 
for the first time, Mr Adolf 
Brinkman, MEC for 
Education described the 
Ministers’ Council handl- 
ing of the Van Eeden Com- 


mission’s findings on finan- 
cial relations between the 
various levels of govern- 
ment as “a derailment with 
wrecks scattered along the 
track”. 

The White Administra- 
tion has no faith in the 
Ministers Council’s handi- 
ing of this aspect of the 
country’s public finance 
because it arbitrarily 
deducted the Whites per- 
sonal income tax in the 
past Budget, according to 
Mr Brinkman. 

The NP accepted the 
findings of the Van Eeden 
Commission on_ public 
finance and taxation in 
principle, as also accepted 
by the Ministers Council, 
he argued, but the Central 
Government had not acted 
in terms of its own deci- 
sions. 

The Central Govern- 
ment cut the White Ad- 
ministration’s Budget for 
the current year from 
R123m to R69m in three 
steps during the months 
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leading up to the final date 
last year, without prior 
notice or adequate con- 
sultation, he charged. 

The Van Eeden Com- 
mission had recommended 
last year that second-tier 
Authorities would be 
funded by their personal 
income tax collections, 
together with certain al- 
locations from the Central 
Government Revenue 
Fund. 

These allocations would 
be made according to a 
formula of standard 
minimum uniform per 
capita sums for Govern- 
ment functions such as a 


health, education and 
welfare. 
Each Representative 


Authority would receive 
the same sum per head for 
the various functions and 
these Authorities could 
then add additional 
amounts for their own per- 
sonal income tax or ad- 
ditional levies raised on 
their own population 
group. 
ACCEPTED 

The Ministers’ Council 
had accepted these recom- 
mendations, which are to 
be enacted in the National 
Assembly this year, Mr 
Klaus Wolff RP for 
Windhoek Fast said in rep- 
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ly to Mr Brinkman. 

There was therefore no 
need for the AG to inscribe 
those recommendations 
into the country’s interim 
constitution. 

Mr Wolff also said that 
when the White Ad- 
ministration had for- 
mulated this year’s Budget, 
the Van Eeden Commis- 
sion recommendations had 
only been accepted by the 
Ministers’ Council but not 
yet enacted. 

Mr Brinkman insisted, 
however, that the Ministers 
Council had still acted ar- 
bitrarily, not in terms of 
any legislation at all, and 
therefore there could be no 
guarantee that it would not 
perhaps decide to revoke a 
National Assembly Act in 
this respect in the future. 


PROTECT 

The Whites needed to 
maintain and protect their 
standards, and for this as it 
was necessary that second- 
tier Authorities’ rights were 
guaranteed in the constitu- 
tion. 

Mr Brinkman added that 
this was the case in most 
other countries, quoting 
the constitution of the 
Federal Republic of Ger- 
many as an example. 

Mr Brinkman argued 
further that practical effect 








of the Ministers’ Council's 
decisions was that an 
amount equal to the per- 
sonal taxes collected from 
the Whites during the 
Mreceding tax vear, was 
deducted from the White 
Administranon’s estimated 
neome for this year.” 


“It is not enough for us the 
that Van ceden recommen- 
dations accepted by the 
Ministers’ Council are go- 
ing to be enacted. for that 
legislation is subject to 
changes dy *' ‘> onitv in 
the National Assembly. 
We want it written into the 
constutuuon as an 
entrenched guarantee”, Mr 
Brinkman said. 

Mr Woltf argued that 
the NP Administration for 
Whites wanted to have its 
cake and eat au, when thes 


accepted the decisions of 


the Ministers’ Counce with 
reference «> the Van Eeden 
recommendations that an 
uniform sum was to al 
located to each population 
group, while at the same 
time havine drafted its es 
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timated expenditure for 
this .curon the basis of per 
capita sums far higher than 
the natwnal allocations. 

For example, the Central 
Government had fixed the 
national allecation for 
Education at R250 per 
head. while the Whites had 
budget for an amount 
abose RI OOO per scholar. 

“The final legisiation 
based on the Van Eeden 
Commission will — only 
come into effect after the 
1982 3 financial year”, Mr 
Woltf informed the As- 
sembly 

NOT FAIR 

It was. therefor not fair 
to cnticise the Ministers’ 
Council for its deductions 
from the Whites’ Budget 
for the current year, he 
concluded. 

Mr Wolff also charged 
that the White Administra- 
tion had been asked by the 
Central Government's 
Department of Finance to 
comment on the Van 
Feden recommendations, 
but had failed to do so as 
yet. there*ore delaying the

NEW LIFE FOR NNF=-The NNF has decided to revive and function as a loose alliance. 
This was announced in a press statement released this week. A meeting of the mem- 
ber parties (NIP, Swanu, Mbanderu Council and Damara Council) in November decided 
to revive the NNF and a special committee was set up on December 19 to consider a 
basis of cooperation and work out a programme. This committee presented its re- 
port to the NNF Central Committee on February 13 and the Central Committee adopted 
the report. It was decided to set up the following structure: --A leadership 
consultative council, consisting of the leaders of the member parties. This LCC 
will meet from time to time and define matters of common concern; --And a coordin- 
ating committee consisting of three representatives from each party. This commit- 
tee will draw up a programme of action and coordinate all political activities. 
The NNF Central Committee also decided to initiate its programme of action by 
calling a mass meeting in Windhoek to protest against the Prohibition and Notifi- 
cation of Meetings Act and to reiterate the NNF's demand for immediate indepen- 
dence.

[Excerpts] But all of our analysis and strategy will avail us little, either in 
terms of the frantic, constant and devoted search for ways to improve the lives of 
the people of Niger, or in terms of creating a development society, unless we have 
the leaders to guide them successfully to their goal. 


Success or failure will depend on whether these men correctly understand the his- 
toric importance of their responsibilities. These men are the command cadres at 
every level from highest to lowest. 


For you, the command cadres, are the repositories and representatives of the author- 
ity of the state. Thus, you are the chiefs, in the fullest and best sense of the 
word. The success with which you assume your important responsibilities in your 
various administrative units depends not only on your administrative ability but 
also, and more importantly, on your dedication, on the daily sacrifices you unstint- 
ingly and ceaselessly demand of yourselves in order to be good and loyal public 
servants. This means that your own conduct must be exemplary, professionally, 
ethically and socially. You must be a "good father" to your "family." 


But you men of the command cadres must also know that your job is to be wise teach- 
ers and guides for the people under your jurisdiction. Though I have said this 

to some of you before, I will repeat what in my opinion are the imperatives entailed 
in this basic responsibility to inspire and educate our compatriots.

[Text] Colonel Seyni Kountche, president of the supreme military council and chief 
of state, traveled to Say yesterday morning where he visited the town's agricultural 
area. This agricultural area, which is jointly financed by the Kingdom of Belgium 
and the Republic of Niger, will eventually cover 300 hectares. 


In the current phase of this project, 100 hectares have already been cultivated, and 
the crops are in the harvest stage. he authorities note that this first segment of 
the project is considerably ahead ef schedule. Because of this, they are optimistic 
about the cultivation of the second section of the hydroagricultural project which 
will cover 200 additional hectares and which will go into production on 15 February 
1982. The total area under cultivation will the. be 300 hectares. 

The Say hydroagricultural project will cost a total of 2 billion CFA [African Finan- 
cial Community] francs and will employ 2,500 persons. This area has an unusual char- 
acteristic: during periods of rising waters, no power equipment is required for irri- 
gation; quite simply, the water flows by a system of gravity.

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There is also the energy sector, with the Anou-Araren thermal power plant using coal 
as a fuel, which is to supply electric power to the uranium mines and the town of 
Agades. As early as 1977, the Fund was contributing to the financing of the power 
plant. After that, various technical problems led to the upward revision of the pro- 
ject's cost. For that reason, CCCE made available that year the first SONICHAR [Ni- 
gerian Coa! Company] installment of 1.32 billion and 4.8 billion as the second in- 
stallment i.e., 6.12 billion for our energy sector. 


In total, loans involving 13 economic projects--the Fund makes loans solely in the 
economic sector--were made to Niger in 1981; i.e., 13.745 billion CFA francs of finan- 
cing. As Mr Proust, director of the CCCE agency in Niger likes to put it, this sum 
represents "only part of France's financial aic."" To comprehend France's aid in its 
totality, we have to add aid in the form of gifts approved by the French Ministry of 
Cooperation which last year totaled nearly 2.4 billion CFA francs. 


However, the Central Fund is not only for the creation of the instruments of produc- 
tion. It also places the greatest of importance on the mastery of investments by 
African financial managers within the context of technical cooneration programs. The 
Fund also makes systematic provision in the financing of projects for the financial 
means needed for the training of personnel. To this end, the Fund established the 
Center for Financial, Economic and Banking Studies (CEFEB) in Paris in 1961. Designed 
to offer high-level technical training to development bank agents, the CEFB became 
progressively operational. Today, it takes in several top-level financial managers 
from Niger and other countries in the Fund's area of operations. Additionally, in 
1978 the Fund set up a training cycle for "chiefs of agricultural projects" (CDPA), 

a study cycle reserved for agronomists already selected to head operations whose pur- 
pose is the development of animal or vegetable production. Therefore, financial 
cooperation and technical cooperation are offered to each partner. 


How do we explain the quadrupling of the Nigerian agency in a few years? "By the

TRAINING ROLE OF CPTS, CPRS DESCRIBED

[Text] For the past several weeks, regional correspondents of LA VOIX DU 3AHEL have 

been reporting that such-and-such prefect of this-or-that department, or such-and- 

such deputy prefect of this-or--that district has officially presided at the comple- 

tion of a training program for young farmers at a technical training center (CPT) 

or rural development center (CPR). 

At the end of the official ceremony, the trainees are allowed te return to their vil- 

lages after 9 months of absence. They ta’ 2 back with them: a pair of oxen, plows, > 
carts, millet, beans and peanuts. They will become instructor-peasants from whom

those who remained in the village will gradually learn new farming techniques. 


But how is it that the » becoming modern peasants? It all began after the great 


drought which hit the « ries of the Sahel very heavily. In consideration of the 
istress of the rural area in general and the farmers in particular, the authorities 
our country decided to establis: rural development programs in predominantly agri- 


ultural departments, with the aid of several international organizations, Every 
rural development program consists of: an agricultural project, a livestock-raising 
yroject, a waters and forests project and a cooperative project. It is the agricul- 


tural project that covers the training of peasants in new farming techniques. 


Pursuant to this project, technical training and rural development centers were estab- 
lished in each department to provide instruction for peasants selected from a number 

lL in Maradi department which 
20 CPTs and CPRs. Annually, every CPR or CPT takes in 20 couples who remain 


‘ _ a. oe a Mi synt 
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llages. These CPRs and CPTs are operating very wel 


iring the entire winter season, the trainees under the aegis of the centers learn 
new agricultural techniques, most particuiarly plowing with a team of oxen, seeding 
nd the use of fertilizers. Every trainee farms an average of .5 hectare of 
et, .5 hectare of peanuts and .25 hectare of beans. The technical training staff 


i agricultural equipment are made available to the peasants without charge. 


In addition to this technical training, the trainees receive instruction in national 
languages four to five times per week to assist in their assimilation of practical 


> 














COXETCISECS. Discussions, conlerences and evening get-toyvethers are also held. Toget- 
her the trainees and staff discuss the respective advantages of plowing by using 
either a team of oxen or by hand with a hoe, the usefulness of trees, livestock rais- 
ing, the cooperative movement, home economics and civics. 


The training also involves the wives of the trainees, who receive instruction about 
pregnancy, nutrition, hygi.ne and the weaning of infants. They are also taught sew- 
ing, embroidery and < number of household tasks. 


In summary, the technical training or rural development centers are veritable "trade 
schools" in which the peasant is initiated into modern agricultural techniques so 
that he will be able to produce better and more. After 9 months in the centers, it 
is modern peasants who return to their villages where they will put their newly ac- 
quired techniques into practice in the fields, under the curious eyes of the villag- 
ers. After a good harvest from the fields of the instructor-peasant, the other peas- 
ants will come to him for training and will also become modern peasants who will be 
able to derive great profit from their fields. 


That at least is the goal of the promoters of the CPTs and CPRs. In order that this 
goal may be attained, it is necessary for the former students of the CPRs and CPTs 

to be regularly monitored and supervised. What is more, that goal is the purpose of 
organizing the rural area into the cooperative movement. Thanks to the cooperatives 
the peasants will be able to easily find the agricultural equipment needed and get 

to work to revolutionize the rural area by producing enough cereals through new farm- 
ing techniques.

KANO PRISONS STILL HOLDING 800 ‘RELIGIOUS FANATICS'

THE fate of more than 800 
religious fanatics now being de- 
tained in Kano Prisons since 
December 1980 Maitatsin« distur- 
bances in the state capital is still 
hanging in the balance. 

This 1s as a result of the 
absence of any mention of what 
should be done with the detaindes 
in the Aniagolu report on the 
disturbances which has since 
been released by the Federal 
Government. 

The detainees who include 
Nigerians and aliens from neigh- 
bouring African countries were 
rounded up during the operation 
carried out by the police and the 
army to bring down the insurrec- 
tion led by the late Mohammed 
Marwa, otherwise known as 
Maitatsine. 

In an effort to know what may 
become of the detainees, the New 
Nigerian contacted the Kano 
State Commissioner of Police, 
Alhaji Sagi Wali, who said there 
was an apparent omission in the 
Aniagolu report as regards what 
should be done with the detainees. 


He also said that although most 
of them were detained without 
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trial except a few who were 
brought before the tribunal, the 
police had to stay any further ac- 
tion of their case with the esta- 
blishment of an inquiry. 

He, however, disclosed that 
something would be done but did 
not elaborate. 

The Assistant Director of 
Prisons in Kano, Mr. F. 0. 
Chukwumah, refused to make 
any comments, saying that he 
was not authorised to commpent 
on anything concerning the 
prisons department in Kano with- 
out first channelling such infor- 
mation to his boss in Lagos for 
clearance. 

A notice board in his office, 
however, which showed among 
other things the number of de- 
tainees and prisoners in Kano 
State Prisons revealed that there 
were 521 religious fanatics under 
detention at the Kano Certral 
Prison and 365 AT Goron utse 
Prison also in Kan as at 
September 30, last year. 

e Consul of Niger Republic in 
Kano, Alhaji Abara Djika, told 
the New Nigerian when contacted 
yesteraay that not all of those de- 
tained claimed to have come 
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from Niger Republic were 
actually from that country. 

Similarly, he said, many citi- 
zens of Niger Republic arrested 
during the disturbances were not 
directly connected with the 
religious fanatics because they 
were arrested either in motor 
= or along various roads 
eading to and from Kano. 

He pointed out that many of 
such people were in a state of 
panic during the disturbances 
and were, therefore, rushing to 
go back to their country when 
they were arrested. 

Alhaji Djika, however, affirm- 
ed that the authorities in Niger 
Republic would not condone any 
acts of lawlessness by its citizens 
in Nigeria and therefore, would 
be satisfied with whatever treat- 
ment was meted out to its citizens

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BORNO POLICE PRAISED FOR NIPPING FANATICISM IN THE BUD

[Text] The whole nation, especially Kano State, is still recovering from the 
traumatic effect of the Maitatsine's episode, in which a group of well-armed 
religious fanatics plunged the nation into about 11 days "battle."" With the 
promise of sure entry into heaven the fanatics fought ruthlessly and overpowered 
the police, resulting in military intervention to bring down the uprising. At 
the end of it all, many lives were lost and property orth millions of naira were 
also destroyed, 


As a result of the experience, some state governments, especially those bordering 
Kano, enacted legislations prohibiting unrestricted religious preaching and 
activities, more so because of the fear that thousands of Maitatsine's followers 
escaped to their states during the encounter with law enforcement agencies, 


But sadly enough, this well-intentioned deterrent measure is being flouted by 
some religious fanatics in some states, as was reported last week in Maiduguri, 
Borno State, 5 


According to the report, 30 persons that the police described as "religious 
fanatics" were arrested near the Shehu's palace while preaching without obtaining 
permit from the state Islamic Religious Preaching Board, set up purposely to check 
religious extremism and fanaticism of the Maitatsine magnitude, 


The Borno police, unlike their Kano counterpart during the Maitatsine's era, 
deserve commendation for nipping in the bud an action that had the potentiality 

of throwing the nation into another chaos, The state judiciary also did a very 
good job for its speedy dispensation of justice, in which the fanatics, who pleaded 
guilty, were sentenced to various terms of imprisonment ranging from two to five 
years, 


‘his plausible action should be emulated by members of the police and judiciary in 
other states which should also enact legislations to check religious excesses. 

The Christian states are no exception because many new religious sects which call 
themselves "born again Christians" often rain abuses on the older and well- 
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established churches in the course of their preaching in buses, markets and other 
public places. The possibility of the discredited sects reacting violently one 
day cannot be ruled out, thereby breaching the peace needed for the country's 
all-around development, 


All religious fanatics in the country should be made to understand that a secular 
state like Nigeria cannot tolerate provocative religious utterances or activities 
which are not only capable of disturbing the peace of this country, but also 
infringe on the constitutional rights of other citizens to practise any religion 
of their choice, 


All the law enforcement agencies must, therefore, be alert to pre-empt further 
religious disturbances since we cannot afford another Maitatsine.

[Text] WARRI, Southern Nigeria, January 3l - Black Africa's biggest steel works 
was opened at Aladja near here Friday by Nigerian President Shehu Shagari. 


He said that when allied projects were completed the country should be sure of 
self-sufficiency for at least therest of the century. 


A West German and Austrian consortium took three years to build the plant in the 
Niger Delta, assisted by the firm Metallurgical and Engineering Consultants of 
India. Total cost is put at some 1.2 billion naira (1.9 billion dollars). 


Output is estimated at one million tons of steel a year, representing half of Ni- 
geria's current imports. To be run by the Government Delta Steel Company, the 
plant has its own quay linked to Warri port by a specially dredged 6.5 km (four 
miles) channel. Electricity will come from nearby Sapele power station, and gas 
from the Warri oilfields, where the gas had previously been completely flared off. 


Continuous Casting 

Two-thirds of the Aladja output is destined for rolling mills planned at Jos, 
Oshogbo and Katsina in Central, Western and Northern Nigeria respectively. The 
rest will be milled here, where the plant has been built to use the direct reduc- 


tion method with electric arc furnaces to give continuous casting. 


Among five other factories scheduled are a flat products steel plant on which work 
should begin shortly, an aluminum foundry and a high grade steel plant.

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WAYS BEING SOUGHT TO INCREASE FISH PRODUCTION

NIGERIA has not yet been able 
to produce enough quantity of 
fish she requires to feed her 
citizens. 

This is so because her present 
domestic fish output of 540,000 
metric tons falls short of the de 
mand by nearly 0.96 million 
metric tons. 

This was announced by the 
Cross River: State Commissioner 
for Fisheries. Mr. Okon J. Ndok 
while deciaring open the second 
annual conference of the 
Fisheries Society of Nigeria in 
Calabar last Monday. 

Mr. Ndok said that efforts were 
being made to reduce the gap bet- 
ween production and demand 
through the importation of frozen 
fish, stockfish and other’ pro- 
ducts. 

He disclosed that the country 
imported 119,000 metric tons of 
frozen fish in 1975 and 330,000 
metric tons in 1980. 

Such importation, he said, was 
a drain on our foreign reserve 
and called for a drastic reduction 
thro increased domestic out- 

t of fish from both marine and 
inland water sources. 

This, he stressed, would agree 
with the policy of the present ad- 
ministration and the spirit of the 
green revolution which, he add- 
ed, seeks to make the country 
self-sufficient in food production. 

The present government in the 
country, he said, recognised fish 
as an important source of protein 
and had given due attention to 





fisheries development in both the 


country’s Fourth National: 


Development Plan and in the 
Green Revolution programme. 

The policy of the state govern- 
ment of encouraging fish produc- 
tion, he said, appeared to be 
yielding fruit through its pursue 
of specific development pro- 
grammes among which, he add- 
ed, were the motorization for 
traditional fishing dugout canoes, 
supply of imputs to fishermen at 
subsidized rates. 

Others are undertaking 
preliminary surveys of the 
available resources in both 
marine and inland waters, get- 
ting fishermen to organise 
themselves into viable fisheries 
co-operatives, encouraging them 
to settlg at.centres which the 
government ts trying to develop 
into’ modern fishing villages and 
offering advice to fishermen 
through fisheries extension ser- 
vices. 

The Federal Government on its 
part, Mr. Ndok said, was also 
participating in fisheries 
development in the state through 
its department of fisheries. 

Its projects in this direction in- 
cluded the Fishing’ Terminal at 
Ebughu in Oron now under con- 
struction, the National Ac- 
celerated Fish Production Pro- 
ject at Uta Ewa in [kot Abasi 
Local Government area, the pro- 
vision of five in-shore fishing 
trawlers at fifty per cent subsidy 
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to Fishermen Cooperative 
societies and pa:ticipation in the 
Fish Seed Multipl.cation Scheme 
at Afaha Obong, Mr. Ndok an- 
nounced. 

These programmes, he pointed 
out, had raised the catch in the 
state from 72,000 metric tons in 
1971 to 135,000 metric tons in 1980. 

The commissioner then spoke 
of a number of problems which, 
he said, plagued the fisheries sec- 
tor in spite of these phenominal 
achievements. 

_ These problems, he disclosed, 
included lack of infrastructural 
facilities, poor communication 
network between fishing set- 
tlements and urban centres, in- 
adequate number of trained per- 
sonnel at various levels, 
underdevelopment of inland 
oe Pe ha and lack of 
unds for development purposes. 

He called on the fisheries ex- 
perts in conference to address 
themselves to these problems 
militating against the rapid 
development of fisheries with a 
view to finding solutions to them.

THE Ondo State Governor, Chief 
Michael Ajasin, was recently 
reported to have declared his in- 
tention to create 69 more local 
government areas in his small 
State, to bring the number to 76 — 
an increase of over 430 per cent, 
But Ondo State is not alone in this 
new craze for local government 
creation. Since the inception of 
the civilian administration, virtual- 
ly every state has increased the 
number of its local governments 
by over 100 per cent. 

For example, Bauchi State has 
increased its own from 16 to 43, 
Rivers trom 16 to 50, Cross River 
from 17 to 47, Kaduna from 14 to 70 
etic, all for the ostensible reason 
of ‘bringing government closer to 
the people.” 

But the real, though fallacious, 
cason behind the whoie thing is 
the argument that since the pre- 
sent Revenue Allocation Formula 
has allocated 10 per cent of the 
national revenue to local govern- 
ment, the more local governments 
there are in a state the more 
revenue would accrue to that 
State from the Federation Ac- 


count. However, the whole exer-. 


cise becomes a complete 
nonsense when one looks at the 
implication of creating a plethora 
of local governments from the real 
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financial, administrative and 
development aspects. 


it is interesting for example, to 
know that a committee appointed 
to look into the issue of creating 
more local governments in Kaduna 
Siate had identified the fact that 
fer the proposed 56 additional 
local governments to take off ef- 
fectively, they required over 47 
million Naira, the cost of land 
compensation not inclusive. 

in financial terms the exercise 
is a big burden. Such proliferation 
of local governments will mean 
that the bulk of revenue, state or 
national, will be used up in paying 
salaries, because these local 
governments will require staff to 
run them. 


Then there is the administrative 
aspect. Administrations are run 
with money, and infrastructure like 
buildings, furniture and stationery 
are necessary concomitants. 


So, in the final analysis when 
talking about ‘even development’, 
we must also recognise the need 
for a productive base from which 
to take off. And that is why we 
recommend a toning down to the 
current spate of local government 
creation by state governments. 
We just can’t affort it.

e THAT Mr. Mafo is not entitled to utilise 
any of the facilities, administrative machineries, 
functionaries or anything whatsoever belonging to 
the Ondo State House dt Athy by virtue only 
of his purportedly being the parliamentary secre- 
tary of the Unity Party of Nigeria in the Hlouse of 
Assembly. 

The plaintiffs are therefore seeking injunc- 
tions to restrain Mr. Mafo from utilising any of the 
facilities, of the Ilouse of Assembly by reason only 
that he purports to be the parliamentary secretary 
of the UPN, Ondo State. 

They are also praying the court to stop the 
Ondo State House of Assembly from funding and 
maintaining his office purporting him to be the 
parliamentary secretary of the House and to 
restrain him from calling or parading himself as 
the parliamentary secretary of the UPN or of the 
House of Assembly, Ondo State.

CSO: 
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NDISPUTEDLY, the Ministry of Ex- 

ternal Affairs is one of the major 
ministries in this country. Apart from 
favourably building the nation’s image 
abroad it also sees to the welfare of 
Nigerians in other lands as well as exe 
cuting oor foreign policy objectives. 
Without the proper functioning of this 
ministry, our much tsaiked about dyna- 
mic foreign policy will come to nought 
and the nation will be worse off for it. 

Unfortunately, this vital ministry seems 
to have virtually collapsed since the 
Republic building, which housed it, 
went up in fiames on December 14 
last year. From that date the nation 
has no place that can truly be called 
Ministry of External Affairs because 
all the offices are scattered all over 
Lagos without any means of proper 
communication with one another. 

Many officers have exploited this ioop- 
holes by refusing to turn up for work 
since there is no means of checking 
absenteeism in the scattered and ill- 
co-ordinated offices. 

Worse, is that there is no authentic 
headquarters of the ministry with the 
right communication gadgets to faci- 
litate the flow of information between 
Nigeria and our embassies ebroad. 
The most embarrassing is that most of 
Our foreign giissions have been find- 
ing it difficult to direct their messages 

whenever they want consultation with 
the Federal Government. 

The adverse effect of this situation on 
the country is incalculable, knowing 
how interdependent modern states 
are in their day to day operations. 
Since Nigeria cannot live in isolation, 
one would have thought the Federal 
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Government would reactivate our 
major link with the outside world, im- 
mediately it was severed by fire last 
December. 

Now, six weeks have rolled by since the 
incident, but the Federal Government 
has not done anything concrete to re- 
settle the ministry. The officers are 
still in different places and an effec- 
tive communication system with 
other countries has not been ade- 
quately restored. 

We know that after such a disastrous 
occurrence it would take some tims 
before things could be put all right 
again. But if a vital ministry, which is 
fundamental to the international sta- 
tus of the country is the one invoived, 
emergency measures must be takan 
to set in motion tolerable machinery 
for its effective operations. 

So, what we expected the Federal Go- 
vernment to do was to have acquired 
a building in Lagos and installed, as 
quickly as possibile, the enabling gad- 
gets — telephones, telex — to fill the 
communication vacuum, which has 
now virtually reduced the ministry to 
nothingness. 

As a matter of urgency, the Federal Go- 
vernment should sacur- a building or 

a set of buildings close together for the 
ministry. Without wasting any further 
time on sluggish bureaucratic nice- 
ties, a place has to be found and all 
necessary communication infrastruc- 
ture installed immediately. 
Government cannot afford to toy even 
For a split second with the efficient 
functioning of a strategic ministry like 
External Affairs.

There is high correlation between the 
quality ot services rendered by any 
government and the calibre of those 
entrusted with tie responsibility to 
deliver the goods. in our type of politi:

which the government has set itself to 
achieve as well as his loyalty to the 
Chief Executive of the state. 

In our assessment of the performances 
of all the ministers so far, four distinct 
groups are discernible. 

There are those who have performed 
admirably within the past two years. 
These are the ministers who have 

_ actually devoted their time and ener- 
gies to the execution of the program- 
mes of the administration as well as 
generate meaningful revolutions in 
their ministries. 

There are aiso those who have seen 

. their appointment as ministers as an 
oppartunity to build only their own 
political image. We do not quarre! 
with this since most politicians tend 
to capitalise on any chance to enhance 


their political standing. But we have 


ministers have devoted too much time. 
building their political stature that 
they now lack commitment to the 
successful execution of gdvernment 
programmes geared towards the 
enhancement of the people's welfare. 


There are those who have developed the 


mad ambition for power to became 
governors in 1983. This category of 
ministers normally go to their states 
as often as possible to broaden their 
politicalbase. They are so pre- 
occupied with their ambition that 
whether in. or out of Lagos, they 
devote most of their time pursuing 
this goal, to the total neglect of their 
executive functions. Moreover, when- 
ever they are in their states, they use 
their exsited positions to cause confu- 
sion which inevitably militates against 
the peace and development of such 
areas. 


Lastly, there are some ministers who 


apply lackadaisical attitude to the 
implementation of the President's 
programmes. They might basically be 
lazy and ineffective people by nature. 
Because of this, they appear some- 
how indifferent as to whether or not 
the administration succeeds. Their 
jeck-lustre disposition is evidenced by 
their - bureaucratic approach to 
pressing issues. This attitude is 
obviously inimical to the revolutionary 
ideas of the presidential system. .

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ministers, we feel that the incumbent 
holders of such portfolios as trans- 
port, Justice, lron and Steel, Finance, 
Industries and Works among others, 
have performed admirably well be- 
cause their accomplishments are 
glaring enough. 

if we take the Minister of Transport, for 
instance, one can ascribe to his credit 
the development of the Sapele port, 
which was a talking point for five 
years before this administration came 
to power. The planning and building 
of the first deep-sea port in Port 
Harcour is another achievement. 
Moreover, the breaking of the 
monopoly of the stevedoring business 
by few contractors to give opportunity 
to more Nigerians to participate in the 
shipping business is a_ significant 
score point. And the formulations of a 
shipping policy which Nigeria did not 
have before, is also important. 

In the same token, the Minister of Fi- 
nance has taken the bold steps to deal 
with tne endemic problems ot smug- 
gling in the country. The recent re- 
organisation and modernisation 
process in the Department of Customs 
and Excise no doubt augurs well for the 
future of this country. Determined 
efforts are also being made to equip 
the department with sophisticated 
equipment to enhance efficiency. 

Where in the reshuffle, the President is 
committed to re-assigning some of 
these ministers with commendable 
performances, it is better to consider 
them for those ministries which by 
their functions reflect largely on the 
promotion of the national economy 
and welfare programmes of the 
people.

MINISTRIES TO MOVE TO ABUJA BEFORE 1987

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ALL federal ministries are ex 
pected to move to the new federal 
capital — Abuja — before 1987. 

This was contained in a Public 


Service lecture delivered on 
Wednesday by the Minister of 
Federal Capital Territory, Mr J. 
J. Kadiya on Abuja, It was titled 
The Nations ‘Capital — Concept 
and Realisation’. -~ ~ 

Mr. Kadiya explained that the 
initial movement which would 
commence in September this 
year would involve the following 
departments, the Executive Of- 
fice of the President, the 
ministries of defence, National 
Planning, Justice, Internal Af- 
fairs and the Ministry of the 
Capital Territory. 

He added that they would be 
followec by the ministries of 
agriculture, mines and power, 
education, commerce, health and 
housing and environment. 

On the infrastructure so far 
rovided, the minister said the 
ollowing had been completed or 
were nearing completion — a 
dam with a capacity of 1.3 billion 

gallons, and 7,000 housing units. 

He said, two international 
hotels-Hyatt and Sheraton were 
being constructed. Parts of the 

hotels will provide temporary ac- 
commodation to National 





Assembly members. Mr Kadiya ~ 


stated that construction of the 
first phase of the Presidential 
Complex was progressing while 
the contract for the construction 
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of the National Assembly would 
soon be awarded. 

Transmission lines for elec- 
tricity, water supply and 
telecommunication as well as the 
sewage and drainage systems in 
the new capital were to be 
underground. 

According to him, the first 
phase of the Abuja International 
Airport is to be completed in June 
this year. The airport is cargo- 
oriented and it will be capable of 
taking a Boeing 747 aircraft. 

Mr. Kadiya added that the air- 
port is designed to handle one 


million passengers annually. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Kadiya 


Kadiya has cried out against the 
271 m‘llion Naira budgeted for 
Abuja this year and sought to 
withdraw his budget from the Na- 
tional Assembly. 

Appearing before the Senate 
Committee on the Federal Capi- 
tal Territory, he said it would 
be embarrassing to continue on 
the project with 271 million Naira 
when the ministry asked for 1.8 
billion Naira. 

Mr. Kadiya appealed to the 
committee to suspend considera- 
tion of the budget to enable him 
consult with the director of 
budget for new approvals. 

The committee, however, ad- 
vised him not witndraw the 
budget in the interest of the 
ministry and promised to in- 
crease his allocation to about 280 
million.

NIGERSTEEL LAYS OFF 330--Three hundred and thirty workers of the Nigersteel Com- 
pany in Emene, near Enugu, in Anambra State have been sacked, the General Manager 
of the company, Mr. N.N. Arya, has said. Mr. Arya told the News Agency of Nigeria 
(NAN) that the board of directors of the company originally decided that 100 work- 
ers should be laid off to cut down on excess staff because of the company's dwind- 
ling financial position. He said that the other 230 workers ‘dismissed themselves’ 
because of their failure to report for duty on January 25 when the company was sup- 
posed to have resumed production. The general manager said that the decision to 
resume production was given wide publicity, 'so, these 230 workers cannot say ‘hat 
they were taken unawares.' The factory had been shut down temporarily on New 
Year's day because of ‘economic pressures on its operation.’ Mr. Arya said that 
"productivity and capability' of the individual staff member was the yardstick used 
by the board in determining those to be laid off. The management, Mr. Arya said, 
was going ahead with alternative recruitment and training plans so that work could 
resume at the factory on Monday. He said that none of the dismissed workers would 
be reabsorbed. Mr. Arya said, however, that those 100 workers who were officially 
laid off would be paid their full benefits including their salaries for the period 
the plant was temporarily closed.

BROKEN PIPELINE--LONDON, February 1 - Nigerian crude oil output is likely to be 
down 200,000 cr 250,000 barrels a davfor at least two weeks after a burst in the 
main Forcados field pipeline, oil industry sources said here today. The burst was 
at a river crossing and repairs would take at least two weeks. Shell, which oper- 
ates the field jointly with the Nigerian National Oil Company, said the cause was 
accidental. There was no truth whatsoever in rumours that the pipeline had been 
sabotaged or that an explosion had occurred. This pipeline carries 15 or 20 20 
per cent of Nigeria's output, which has lately been running at some 1.3 million 
barrels a day. In the light of the world oil surplus, the burst was unlikely to 
affect the world oil market, the sources said. In any case, Nigeria had reserve 
capacity at other wells, they added.

PREFECT DISCUSSES ECONOMIC EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 


Summary for Council Meeting 


Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 6 Jan 82 p 24 


[Text] Michel Levallois, the prefect of Reunion, took the 
floor yesterday afternoon at the county council meeting, 
before the hearing of reports, to summarize the steps the 
government has taken in recent months and outline the outlook 
for implementation of the decentralization law over the next 
few months. 


Mr Levallois said first of all that "it is not enough to call for change and talk 
about development." In addition, "we must know what we mean by development and how 
to get it underway." In the prefect's view, everything the government and offic- 
ials here do should revolve around the theme of "preparing Reunion to enhance all 
its human, economic and cultural capital." 


Before talking about how this should be done, the prefect of Reunion recalled the 
steps taken by the government in recent months to improve the lot of the most dis- 
advantaged. He noted, for example, that the various social allowances (family 
allowances, retirement pensions, housing allowances and disability pensions) had 
brought 13.5 billion old francs into the country between July and September. 


The Social Action Fund (FASO) will be kept and may be used as a vehicle for dis- 
bursing money for vocational training or school transportation. The cost of school 
meals will be adjusted to parental income. The prefect indicated that in 1982 
Reunion could hope to have 145 to 150 million francs available. The unemployment 
insurance system put in place benefited some 5,000 individuals in 1981, with total 
benefits amounting to Fr 12 million. 


Mr Levallois noted tne steps that the government has recently taken to help emi- 

grants, with the 2,500 positions made available plus the special appropriation of 
15 million francs to facilitate their return to Reunion. He also noted that cane 
growers had received Fr 5.5 billion this last year in income subsidies. 


But beyond the measures already taken, the prefect went over the work that still 
lies ahead for our country, such as the construction projects in the various min- 
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istries: a new courthouse, a tax administration headquarters building, a technical 
area in the hospitality center, the new prison, the CRAC [expansion unknown], as 
well as new school construction. Efforts to improve equipment will be pursued. 


Shocking Statistics 


With regard to subsidized housing, the prefect indicated that 4,400 subsidized 
housing units had been turned over to more than 20,000 Reunionese since 1978. But 
construction of subsidized housing on Reunion has been declining for 2 years (1,900 
units in 1981 compared to 2,800 in 1980). "We must overcome this new crisis, and 
1982 must see a new surge of progress in socialized housing," said Mr Levallois. 

To maintain a minimal rate of construction of 1,000 housing units per year on Re- 
union will cost close to Fr 300 million, he added. 


All this, the prefect said, shows national solidarity. But avoiding the trap of 
complacency, and refusing to hide from the immense problems our country faces, Mr 
Levallois earnestly continued: 


"But however necessary and important national solidarity may be, it is not enough; 
it cannot solve the problems Reunion is facing, which are unemployment and in- 
sufficient local production. National solidarity, like departmentalization, cannot 
be an end in itself; it must be a means of development, af development conceived as 
a response to the needs of 250,000 young Reunionese who are knocking at the doors of 
the adult world and asking for vocational training, for work, and for someone to 
listen to them." 


By those last words, the prefect was describing the three principal focuses of 
governmental action over the next few months. 


While Reunion may have an adequate educational infrastructure, and while of course 
it may be necessary "to improve teaching effectiveness and reduce the number of 
school dropouts," Mr Levallois stressed that "it is also necessary, on the other 
hand, to make a very forceful ‘special effort' to provide the prevocational and 
vocational training needed, in other words toc give the system the capacity to pro- 
vide such training for all young people who leave the school system without market- 
able skills, and to adapt that vocational training to the sectors of the economy 
where jobs are available." 


And here the prefect noted some shocking statistics: in 1979, 15,000 jobseekers 
were 24 or younger, and 17,000 were in search of their first job. Thus Reunion must 
make maximum use of both governmental measures and hiring commitments. "A tremen- 
dous amount of thought needs to be put into the subject of vocational training," 
said the prefect, who is planning to hold a 2-day seminar on the problem in Feb- 
ruary. But vocational training should already be responding to the needs of the 
job market and thus to the imperative of increasing Reunionese production. 


A Vital Necessity 
Mr Levallois also said that "producing locally is not an easy task, I agree, and 


quite often people get discouraged if not skeptical.'’ But in accordance with the 
policy of looking problems in the face, he stressed: 
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"All the same, it is not possible, and no official has the right, to settle for 
Reunion becoming nothing more than an entrepot, which has to live on transfers, and 
thus on imports and service industry activities rather than production."' And he 
added that "even if emigration remains a necessity for a long time to come, it 
should be reduced to a minimum, and should result from individual choice rather 
than necessity. This is why it is absolutely [all caps] necessary for us to support 
and increase existing economic activity and try to create new activity. Creativity 
and great perseverance will be required." 


Mr Levallois noted, for instance, the necessity of supporting important local pro- 
ducts (sugarcane, geraniums, vetiver...) and of working, with the help of govern- 
ment assistance and the European Community, "to achieve self-sufficiency everywhere, 
or at least wherever possible, in fruits, fresh vegetables, pork, etc, and lessened 
dependency with respect to milk and beef, and finally to encourage the export of 
fruits and vegetables, especially out of season." 


The creation of new industries and the growth of small and medium-sized businesses 
are also a vital necessity for Reunion, which offers a ready market to a goodly 
number of products presently imported rather than produced locally. 


But, though all these measures are necessary, they are not enough, and "sustained 
action will be needed both on production costs and on investment, as well as organ- 
ization of the local market, which should as much as possible favor Reunionese bus- 
inesses in terms of access to mass markets. Finally, direct assistance to local 
production must be contemplated, if need be by means of temporary measures to pro- 
tect it against imports, and above all by the relative lowering of maritime and air 
transport tariffs." 


Taking the "Creole Factor" Into Account 


After emphasizing these important points, Mr Levallois also mentioned the possi- 
bilities for development of fishing and tourism. 


But none of these development activities can be separated from the development of 
Reunionese identity, so that Reunionese can at last be themselves, and this re- 
quires that they be able to express their potential and be conscious of its exis- 
tence and be creative. 


And the prefect noted that "man is more than just a producer and consumer, and to 
really exist he must be able to express himself, both individually and socially." 
"This is why individual and social expression should be encouraged, facilitated, 
with respect for and receptiveness to all forms of expression, whether they spring 
from tradition, imitation, or bold innovation. The important thing is not to 
create a work of art but to make it possible for everyone to discover his talents, 
to master the form of expression he has chosen, to develop it to the point that it 
beocmes a sign, a thing of value, to be shared with others." 


On that subject, Mr Levallois underlined that "cultural life cannot be the monopoly 
of officials, however, talented they may be, nor of professionals, nor of one 
organization or group.'' Then he broached the Creole language question. This 
language, he said, "exists, since it is spoken, and if it is spoken it is a form 
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of expression.’ 'It is a precious heritage which must not be repudiated and must 
be allowed to exist," said the prefect before concluding with these words: "If 
tomorrow Creole were officially permitted in the schools at the discretion of the 
teacher, one thing would still be certain: Creole would not replace French as the 
language of instruction. This is what is meant by taking the 'Creole factor' into 
account both in the schools and outside the schools." 


Mr Levallois concluded his remarks by an appeal to Reunionese to have faith in 
themselves and in the future of their country. They should have increased confi- 
dence in the future, because under decentralization development will be an integral 
part of the republic and the constitution, as has been stated several times by the 
president, the government, and Minister Henri Emmanuelli.

[Text] The major speech given at the country council meeting Thursday by Prefect 
Michel Levallois is quite a milestone. It is the first time, in fact, that a Re- 
union prefect, on behalf of the government of the republic, has gone so far in 
recognizing and supporting the desire of Reunionese for a change of policy, and for 
the long-delayed development of their country. ‘''However necessary and important 
national solidarity may be, it is not enough; it cannot solve the problems Reunion 
is facing, which are unemployment and insufficient local production.... National 
solidarity...must be a means of development," the prefect said, adding that: "It 
is not possible, and no official has the right, to settle for Reunion becoming 
nothing more than an entrepot, which has to live on transfers, and thus on imports 
and tertiary sector activities rather than production." 


There is, then, an overall convergence in Reunion between the aspirations of the 
people of the country and the central government in Paris, on one basic idea: 
everything possible must be done to increase production on Reunion; all political, 
economic, social and cultural activity should be oriented by the people of Reunion 
toward that priority objective. 

The facts are equally plain, and the consensus just as solid, on the means to be 
used tu attain this objective: Reunionese labor and national solidarity are the 
basic means by which this development wil! be achieved. 








On such a basis, the great majority of the people of Reunion can and should be 
mobilized. 


The only ones opposed will be those who rail against the government, distort its 
positions, misrepresent its intentions, and insult the president with their "Out 
With Crazy Mitterrand (FMD)" movement. The only ones opposed will be those who 
take their buffoonery to the assemblies, sabotage the functioning of the institu- 
tions, make outrageous attacks and plot in the shadows. The only ones opposed will 
be those who want to divide the Reunionese to hold onto their own special interests. 


To counter them, we on Reunion must pull the left together, attack the extremists 
and isolate them; we must mobilize everyone against them and reject all anticommu- 
nist initiatives, which are nothing but efforts to divide the left; for what is the 
basic technique used by the forces of reaction to try to impede change and develop- 
ment?

ECONOMIC PROBLEMS CONTINUE TO CONFRONT CONFEDERATION

DAKAR, January 23 - Senegal and the Gambia began the 


New Year as a new entity with a new political set up but with the 
same Old economic headaches. 


At midnight on January 1, a treaty setting up the 
Confederacy of Senegambia came into force. 


The union between the tiny former British colony of the 
Gambia of 600,000 people and the former French colony of Senegal 


with some 5.5 million people had long been recommended, including 
by United Nations: officials. 


But it was not until Senegalese troops had to be rushed 
into the Gambia to put down a bloody attempted coup onJuly 30 
that Gambia finally brushed aside its final reservations about 
confederation - it had feared that it would be swamped by its far 
larger neighbour - and entered into negotiations to set up the 
union. More than 1,000 people were reported killed in the Marxist- 
Leninist coup and its aftermath. 


The result was a confederation, with Senegalese Head of 
State Abdou Diouf as President and Gambian chief Sir Dawda Jawara 
as Vice-President. Mr. Diouf had become the leader of Senegal 
on January 1, 1981 when Leopold Senghor created history as being 
the first elected head of a civilian government in post-colonial 
Africa to step aside voluntarily. 


Smugglers' haven 


Under the confederation arrangement, the Gambia will be 
able to remain in the Commonwealth. But Senegambia is to conclude 
joint customs and monetary arrangements, coordinate policies 
in foreign affairs and communications, and integrate defence and 
security forces. 








Each state is to preserve its own sovereignty, and 
Gambia is to try to cease being a West African sanctuary for 
contreband goods. 


Poor world market 


The new Senegalese President, in an attempt to strengthen 
his country's economy, cancelled most debts incurred by peasants 
and raised the price paid to producers. 


Senegal's agricultural output was aided by the heaviest 
rainfall in years last year, but the country was confronted 
with a poor world market for its groundnuts, one of its major 
agricultural products. 


Ironically, this means that Senegal will have to boost 
its subsidies for the nuts at a time when the output of the crop 
is high. It is estimated that the 1981 peanut crop will hit 
800,000 tonnes as opposed to 200,000 tonnes in 1980. 


The situation threatens to compromise once again Senegal's 
economic plan of recovery, observers have said. The plan was 
postponed in 1980 because of7@ disastrous harvest. 


The Gambian economy is also heavily dependant on ground- 
nuts and toth countries, which depend on imported oil, face 
rising fuel bills. 


The fragility of the economic situation is said by 
observers to be among the main sources of potential political 
difficulties for President Diouf. 


This is one reason why.the African Groundnut Council 
recently tried to find new ways of bolstering inter-African 


trade in a bid to better protect African nations from the vaga- 
ries of unstable markets, often ruled by Europe and America.

APPEARANCES can be deceptive — 
sometimes they cannot deceive. That “ba- 
lanced” proposition adequately answers 
this question: Why did President Sir 
Dawda Kairaba Jawara look unhappy at 
the not-quite ceremonial signing of the 
Confederation agreement between The 
Gambia and Senegal in Dakar on Decem- 
ber 17. The contrast between the Sene- 
galese and Gambian delegates was ob- 
vious: the Senegalese exuded the poise and 
confidence of people on home ground, and 
on home base. while the Gambians were 
simply less at ease. 

Scheduled for 7 pm. the signing began 
over 4() minutes later and was over in 
seconds. It was brusque rather than brisk. 
Journalists. cameramen and sound recor- 
dists had assembled at their appointed 
hour. The two delegations of ministers and 
ambassadors had glided in to mix and 
unmix behind a long table fit for a banquet. 
Then, an embarrassing wait before an aide 
came to say there was a delay. When the 
two presidents finally came, the ministers 
and journalists had barely settled into their 
supporting roles on either side of the 
banqueting table before they were again 
moving in the wake of the two presidents. 

No public word was spoken tn the gilded 
hall of the Presidential Palace. Abdou 
Diouf and Dawda Jawara entered, sat, 
signed the proffered documents, and rose. 
Smiles appeared as they shook hands and 
embraced to the applause and smiles of the 
delegations. All the microphones stood 
unused while the various cameras recorded 
a Silent movie. 

They swept out into the reception hall 
and President Jawara had vanished by the 
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time the journalists got close again. Presi- 
dent Diouf stood and smiled for a minute 
or so and also left. Journalists crowded the 
Senegalese Prime Minister, M. Habib 
Thiam, and Mr. Bakary Darboe, The 
Gambia’s Information Minister (before 
which he was Ambassador to Senegal!) in 
search of new quotations only to receive 
the old ones. Within minutes it was all 
over, and the ministers’ black limousines 
whispered into the night. 

Why did they not make a bigger show 
out of it, with more smiles and speeches — 
the disabused French expression would be 
“des propos iénifiants’? Or were things 
being left to speak for themselves, decep- 
tively or otherwise? Very few people in 
The Gambia could have known that their 
President was in Dakar for the specific 
purpose of signing his name on the doited 
line. On departure, his trip was described 
in The Gambia media as a “working visit”

On his return, The Gambian public was © 


duly informed that President Jawara had 
signed an agreement for confederation. 

Bearing in mind our opening proposition 
on appearances, if this writer heard M. 
Jean Collin (Minister of Presidential 
Affairs in Senegal) say: “We have got his 
signature’ to a Senegalese colleague as 
they followed in the President's wake after 
the signing, he might have been ta!\ing 
about Samory Toure. Pele or the Pope. 
And tf another Senegalese official was 
heard saying “he didn't look happy”. to a 
colleague as they descended the steps of 
the palace towards the limousines. he 
might in turn have been talking about 
somebody in another country, now de- 
ceased.

The point was sledge-hammered home 
when The Gambian Parliament met to 
ratify the agreement on December 29 
(simultaneously with the Assemblée 
Nationale in Dakar). After the three avail- 
able opposition members had walked out, 
at least 20 PPP members spoke in favour of 
the motion. The Speaker called for a vocal 
vote and got all “Aves”. Yet, the Vice- 
President. Assan Musa Camara, called tor 
a division in order that 32 MPs could be 
heard saying “ves” individually to the 
Confederation. All the speeches took some 
four hours, and more ruling party MPs 
would have spoken betore the Senegalese 
television cameras had the second item on 
the agenda not been the presentation of 
the second five-year pian by Dr. Momo- 
dou S. K. Manneh, Minister of Economic 
Planning. 

In the absence of the opposition leader, 
Mr. Sherriff Dibba (still in detention), Mr. 
Makalo, the member for Lower Baddibu, 
had taken the floor and said The Gambia 
had once been second to none in adhering 
to the rules of democracy. As representa- 
tives of the 41,000 Gambians wno voted for 
the opposition party, he said the NCP 
should have been consulted on this fun- 
damental change to the iives of Gambians. 
Yet the government had held over 31 
public meetings without any opposition 
representation. The NCP. he said, had 
been refused its political right to partici- 
pate in carving the destiny of the Gambian 
people. It therefore regretted it could not 
participate in the debate. The three 
opposition members filed solemnly out of 
the chamber. 


Hungry lions 
get their meat 


As hungry lions receiving easy meat, the 
ruling party MPs got on their feet and 
roared comfortably. They lashed the 
opposition high and low. alleging that 
“their coup had failed. One MP said there 
was in fact no Opposition now, merely a 
bunch of opportunists. Other members 
joined him in bearing witness that they had 
been the “real’’ opposition (in the 1960s 
and 1970s) until they had crossed the 
carpet. according to one MP, because of 
the wisdom of President Jawara’s policies. 
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Another MP said the opposition walkout 
was a demonstration of how democratic 
The Gambia was. The feeling that there 
had been “too much democracy” in The 
Gambia was shared among some of the 
speakers. Various threats were uttered in 
the form that the Confederation was so 
popular that opposition MPs daring to 
speak against it in their constituencies 
would be beaten up by an irate populace. 

Nearly all the PPP members were proud 
and honoured to participate in this historic 
occasion. All agreed on the economic, 
geographical, ethnic and political logic of 
confederation, on how overdue it was, and 
on the contribution it made to Pan- 
Africanism. Parliament had in fact only to 
ratify what was an existing state of affairs, 
or as two members put it, to “rubber- 
stamp” it, a choice of words which 
appeared to cause the Information Minis- 
ter to shake his head. All agreed on the 
paramount importance of joint security. 
One member felt that since as far-sighted a 
statesman as President Jawara had signed 
the agreement, members should not ask 
too many questions. Another said it did 
not really matter whether Diouf or Jawara 
was President of The Gambia. As the 
Information Minister put it: “In Senegal 
there are people in government who we 
can deal with, whom we can trust”. 

Only two discordant notes were struck. 
The minor one came from three or four 
members seeking clarifications, particular- 
ly on the confederal role of The Gambian 
president. his powers, if any, Over con- 
federal troops, and the future deployment 
of Senegalese troops. The ministers of 
justice and internal affairs assuaged their 
fears by informing them that the President 
of The Gambia had no powers over con- 
federal troops: the Senegalese President. 
or whoever acted in his stead) remained 
Commander-in-Chiet of the sovereign (and 
future) Gambian Armed Forces. 

As a multitude of cymbals clashing out 
of time and place, a government- 
nominated MP got up and declared there 
had been over-complacency before July 30, 
1981, and that the discipline imposed by 
the curfew conditions should continue. It 
was our fault. he said, that we extermin- 
ated ourselves. When he was passing by 
Senegalese soldiers, he put his hands be- 
hind his back, he declared. Galloping on. 
he said the motion to ratify the confedera- 
tion agreement would not have come up 
had it not been for laxity. His basic 
proposition was that the events of July 30 
“brought us here’. A chorus of dis- 





approbation was rising trom the govern- 
ment bench, and the Vice-President got 
up. 

His point of information was that the 
honourable nominated member was abdso- 
lutely incorrect. He reminded the House of 
the evolution of Senegalo-Gambian rela- 
tions since 1965, and of the 23 articles of 
association and co-operation they had 
signed. This was, in tact. a fundamental! 
theme of all the speeches, this natural 
process of convergence. The conductor sat 
down, the orchestra tuned up again, and 
after four hours of “debate”, the motion 
was ratified As I left, the Speaker called 
for a short break, I assumed to give the 
MPs a rest before the five-year plan was 
presented, but someone later alleged the 
break was to allow the Senegalese televi- 
sion men to dismantle the equipment with 
which they had recorded this momentous 
occasion in Gambian history. M. Fara 
Ndiaye, deputy leader of the Senegalese 
PDS, had spoken of “mechanical majori- 
ties’ and the juridical fiction of tte Gam- 
bian Parliament's representativity. Howev- 
er, those four hours were political fact. 

The practice of the democratic free- 
doms is permitted by rulers dunng a 
specific period of their rule out of wisdom 
or necessity. For instance, Senegal requires 
at present ten or eleven political parties 
ranged from left to nght. These serve to 
ventilate the rule of the Parti socialiste 
whose regime was starting to smell like a 
decomposing corpse. At the same time, 
this pluralism divides the very forces that 
threaten the continued reign of the PS. 
This dernocratic form means that every- 
body is officially ‘‘represented’”’ and ca- 
tered for by “‘leaders’’ of varying quality 
and commitment, and the parties have to 
play a game whose rules are defined by the 
Parti Socialiste. 

Even so, when the political opposition 
becomes too trenchant in its critique and 
attracts an ever-increasing following, the 
society becomes “‘destabilised’’ for the 
rulers, and pretexts can be found for 
curtailing those hallowed freedoms of 
speech, assembly and association, precisely 
in order to “preserve democracy”. It is 
common for the “destabilisation” to be 
blamed on pollution from external sources. 

The most disturbing situation for the 
rulers is when the fundamentai critique of 
society takes on the character of total 
refusal and rejection, when this attitude ts 
not “represented” by any official organisa- 
tion, but is found inside and outside the 
teeming compounds of the quartiers popu- 
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laires, sitting or leaning watchfully against 
the prevalence of rusting corrugated tin, in 
the eyes of the ordinary people in the city. 

What happened in Banjul on July 30 last 
year was Officially an abortive coup 
attempt led by Kukoi Samba Sanyang. In 
fact, many people, including some officials 
of the Jawara regime, leaped at the chance 
of change. C'ld and young people, includ- 
ing membe;. of the upper echelons of the 
administrat:ve and managerial cadre, felt 
things coul.. no longer continue as before, 
and that the “neat, little operation”’ being 
run in The Gambia by a few politician- 
businessmen would now be closed down. 
What happened next was that President 
Jawara was restored to power by the force 
of Senegalese arms to the position of 
figurehead to a state apparatus that had 
crumbled in hours. The Gambian state 
security mostly went over to the side of the 
insurrectionists. However, as the Sene- 
galese forces advanced, many returned to 
the ‘‘loyalist’’ side. 

Some people claim to know important 
figures in the Gambian security apparatus 
who were on the insurrectionist side during 
the first two or three days of the coup 
attempt, and are back on the “right side”’ 
now. Such people, they claim, cannot be 
picked out now, and their ambiguity cou- 
ples with the mood of ordinary people in 
Banjul to maintain a climate of insecurity 
for the regime. Even though it is correctly 
argued that the “rebels’’ never took State 
House for instance, many people feel 
certain that were it not for the Senegalese, 
President Jawara and other far less respect- 
able characters would no longer be in 
power in The Gambia. That is why the 
Confederation is ‘‘based on the integration 
of the armed and security forces of the two 
countnes’’. The Gambia had little or no 
armed security forces to join with those of 
the Senegalese. 

Thus, the re-installed President Jawara 
was being protected from his own people. 
Next week, I shall write about security and 
insecurity in The Gambia. To open this 
aspect of The Gambia today, we must look 
briefly at the results of the insurrection in 
terms of the Emergency Powers regula- 
tions with respect to the democratic free- 
doms of which the regime is so proud. 


According io the Minister of Justice and 
Attorney-General, Alhaji Lamin Saho, the 
State of emergency in The Gambia “has 
been, if one can use the term, as good a 
state of emergency as any. There hasn’t 
been any censorship here . . .”’ Similarly, 








President Jawara insisted that the press 
remained free, and anybody who felt they 
could not express their opinions was oper- 
ating ‘“‘under a misconception.” 

Since the first set of Emergency Powers 
Regulations of August 2 last year, some 
cleaning-up of the terminology has been 
done so that offences are no longer defined 
in relation to “the rebellion that started on 
July 30, 1981"". One can strongly suggest 
that this conforms to the necessity for 
emergency powers to relate directly to the 
immediate situation. Those r2gulations of 
August 2 were to deal with the immediate 
insurrection. The subsequent amendments 
and reformulations were designed for a 
context that would now include confedera- 
tion with Senegai. 

Thus, the Emergency Powers (No. 2) 
Regulations oi September 9, 1981, forbade 
anybody to ‘print, publish or distribute 
any matter; use any sign; to shout any 
slogan; identify himself with any label; 
demonstrate in any other manner; likely to 
incite or cause disaffection, alarm or be 
prejudicial to public safety, public order 
...’’ The similar clause in the August 2 
emergency powers was in relation to the 
“rebellion”. But used a separate clause on 
the printing, publication or distribution of 
any literature “likely to incite or cause 
disaffection, alarm or despondency, to be 
prejudicial to public safety, public 
order..." 

The clause on the organisation of, or 
participation in, public meetings and pro- 
cessions was changed so that instead of an 
outright ban, the police officer in charge of 
the area was to be informed beforehand. 
The possibility now existed, but in prac- 
tice, other regulations made impossible 
any political activity for people opposed to 
confederation. The regulations on subver- 
sion included sections of sedition, causing 
disaffection and possessing or controlling 
materia! dangerous to the loyalty of armed 
and civil services of The Gambia, ‘‘or of 
any other country assisting The Gambia”’. 

So there is at present no chance of 
practising the democratic freedoms in The 
Gambia if it entails any serious criticism of 
events since President Jawara arrived in 
Dakar from the Royal Wedding. The press 
is of small circulation, and relatively harm- 
less in this form and its content. Everybody 
knows the score, and nobody wants to 
Stand out saying they do not like the 
confederation. Basically, the Senegales 
came, and now ... “how fer oe

IDC LAUNCHES AGRICULTURAL PLAN

OPRA, coconut oil, salted fish, timber, charcoal, vegetabla, bids’ eggs and guano 
are all products reaching Mahé from the outlying islands owned by the Govern- 
ment. Yet, said Is'ands Development Company general manager Joe Belmont in an- 
nouncing plans yesterday for the Year of Agriculture, it is really this year that agricul- 
tural production wi'l start seriously. 


The {IDC is launching a 
three-pronged offensive to 
boost exports, feed the outer, 
islands and provide surpluses 
to help feed the rest of the 
country. 


The IDC is growing and its 
potential as a tool in Sey- 
chelies’ agricultural revolu- 
tion is large, by all accounts, 
despite problems that have to 
be faced. 


By the end of last year, the 
company's first full year of 
operation, the iDC had As- 
tove, Coetivy, Cosmoiedo 
Atoll, Desnoeufs, Desrocnes, 
Marie-Louise, Farquhar Atoll 
and Providence under its 
wing. 

The appalling neglect of 
Outlying islands by pre-revoiu- 
tionary administrations forced 
the Company to concentrate 


in 1981 on preparing the 
ground on which the agricul- 
tural and fishing promise of 
the islands will be develop- 
ed. 

Islands were cleared and 
sites chosen for different pro- 
jects. Administrative and so- 
Cial services were improved. 
Farming, fishing, tourism, and 
settlement plans were, and 
are still being prepared. Ex- 
periments to select the best 
crops for dry, sandy soils 
were carried out. Inter-island 
cammunications were inoder- 
nised and speeded up. 


There is still much to be 
done, admits Mr. Belmont, to 
consolidate a sound base for 
meaningful development to 
gather pace. But although the 
Company is waiting for the 
agricultural plan on which it 
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will denend perhaps more 
than the other farming  sec- 
tors for guidance as to its 
exact role in the agricultural 
revolution, he said that this 
year would definitely see a 
boost in production. 


Mr. Belmont sees a special 
role for the outer islands in 
producing copra and fisn for 
export, leaving import subdsti- 
tution more to the inner 
stands. | 


However, in the battle for 
food self-sufficiency the — uiti- 
mate aim is to make the is- 
lands feed themselves, — with 
surpluses in meat, vegetables 
and root crops being sent to 


Mahé to back up the inner 
islands’ efforts at self-suffi- 
ciency. 








Special attention will be 
paid to the coconut process- 
ing industry, Mr. Belmont 
said. Copra production will 
be increased on Coetivy, Far- 
quhar, Desroches and Provi- 
dence. 


“As far as foods are con: 
cerned, at the moment em- 
phasis will be placed on 
maize, mainly for animal feed, 
with the other islands pdene- 
fiting from Coetivy’s experien- 
ce with the North Koreans. 
The production of root crops 
best suited to coral soils and 
to be used as a rice substi- 
tute will also be stepped up. 
Experiments with other crops 
will continue,” he said. 


Mr. Belmont explained that 
agricultural development on 


‘small, isolated and flat coral 


islands suffers difficulties not 
met as often or as seriously 
on Mahé. All these are, fortu- 
nately, being steadily over- 
come, but still make farming 
on the outlying islands cost- 
lier as well as more risky. 


Two necessary ingredients 
in short supply are manure 
and other natural fertilisers, 
apart from the guano of Des- 
noeufs, and water. While the 
increasing number of live- 
stock helps, the transport of 
already expensive artificial 
fertilisers from Mahé is costly. 
Ac for water, reServoirs have 
to be built, wells dug and 
rain water trapped. 
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The cost of sea or air 
transport raises prices when 
compared to Similar crops on 
Mahe. So iDC has’ haa ‘tu 
choose crops that are not pro- 
duced enough or at all on the 


main islands. 


“This, added Mr. Belmont, 
cailed for co-operation with 
Seycom as to which of its 
needs were being satisfacto- 
rily met or which export crops 
were in demand: and with 
Mahe's farmers, notably Sa- 
deco, as to which crops it 
would be better to grow on 
the outer islands. 


“IDC will also co-ordinate 
with Fideco (Fishing Develop- 
ment Company) in using the 
islands as_ fishing bases. 
Plans call for cold storage 
facilities to be built for fisher- 
men who will be based on the 
outer islands in future.”’ 


At present all fish are 
caught by agricultural and 
other workers in their spare 
time and sent to Mahé salted, 
as it is the only way the catch 
can be preserved. The main 
islands involved in fish salting 
are those in the Amirantes 
group, Providence, and the 


vast Cosmoledo atoll. 


To vary the islanders’ diet 
and to produce fertiliser, a 
certain amount of animals will 
be reared, Mr. Belmont said. 
with any surplus being sent 
to Mahé. 
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"IEF the outer islands 
development strategy is 
to succeed," he contin- 
ued, “more dedicated 
workers will be needed. 
In the long run the IDC 
would like to see fami-~ 
lies rather than single 
workers settle on the 
islands, hut until 
things are running more 
smoothly the company is 
satisfied with agricul- 
tural workers who aim 
to returm to Mahe some- 
day. 


Much is being done in 
the way of recreational 
and social amenities to 
make the hard life of 
the islands more attrac- 
tive and comfortable.” 


The IDC’s new plane has 
closed the gap between Mahe 
and the islands which are 
between 235km_ (Desroches) 
and 1,045km (Astove) away. 
All the islands except for 
Providence and Cosmoledo 
have airstrips, and Mahe is 
no longer so far away. Aijr- 
Strips for the two remaining 
islands are being considered.

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DEFENSE FORCE CHIEF URGES VIGILANCE

[Text] "It is the duty of everyone who believes in the revolution of June 5, 1977 
to open his eyes and ears and help root out the enemy among us." 


With these words, Chief of Defence Forces, Colonel Ogilvy Berlouis, called for con- 
tinued vigilance against a still active enemy yesterday at the first passing-out 
parade of the Seychelles People's Liberation Army for 1982. 


Minutes earlier at the Pointe Larue Camp parade ground, one of the new soldiers had 
expressed his comrades' pride at joining the ranks of trusted men who had already 
proved their determination to defend Seychelles at any cost. 


Standing in for the Commander-in Chief of the Seychelles People's Defence Forces, 
President Albert Rene, Col. Berlouis welcomed the new soldiers joining the SPDF in 
its dual roles of defending the Seychelles socialist revolution and producing food 
to contribute to the struggle for self-sufficiency. 


Recalling that soldiers who had passed out before yesterday's new group had re- 
pulsed armed attacks against the airport and the Pointe Larue camp last November 
25, Col. Berlouis, who is also the Minister of Defence, said the oath of allegiance 
to Mr. Rene and his Government that every soldier took had thus been borne out 
determinedly.

PRODUCTION Is‘the key word 
behind alt the hammering, 
sawing and measuring golng 
on at Sadeco’s latest enter- 
prise, the Pointe au Sel broil- 
er chicken farm. 


Its target, closing the gap 
between !ocal demand and 
production so that Seychelles 
can produce all the chicken it 
needs, is ambitious, as the fi- 
gures show. When the farm 
reaches full production later 
this year it should be supply- 
ing the National Agro-Indus- 
tries Ltd (Nail) factory with 
9,000 chickens amonth. As 
demand rises, another farm 
may be built. 

But all that is for the future, 
said Sadeco managing direc- 
tor Maxime Delpech yester- 
day, as workers. bustled 
around him to prepare the 
farm for planting crops as 
well as breeding chickens. 


The farm, about 300 metres 
from the main road, bred 
chickens before it was bought 
by the Seychelles Agricultural 
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Development Corporation late 
last year. Old chicken runs 
are being altered and renovat- 
ed into proper broiler-ho:ises 
Or, to use the technical term, 
modules. 


A first stage of the proiect 
Calls for nine modules produ- 
cing 1,125 birds a week or 
nearly 5,000 a month. Once 
this is working well, a second 
stage will double production. 
It will take seven to eiaht 
weeks to raise a broiler chic- 
ken from a day-old chick. 

There is still no definite 
starting date, as the farm will 
have to work closely with 
Nail, Mr Delpech explained. 
Nail will import parent birds 
to produce  day-old-chicks 
which the farm wiil simply buy 
and raise... -: 

Adult cnickens will in turn 
be sold alive to Nail for pro- 
cessing. Marketing of dressed 
chicken ready for cooking will 
be done by Seycom.

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APPLICATION OF REVOLUTIONARY LAW STARTS MONDAY

[Text] Party branches all over the country are getting ready for a historic moment 
in land and housing reform on Monday when one of the most far-reaching laws to come 
out of Seychelles' socialist revolution so far is applied. 


As from Monday, February 1, Seychelles People's Progressive Front Branches will 
accept applications by people wanting to register as statutory tenants under last 
year's Tenants' Rights Act. 


The two groups of people who can apply for such registration are those who occupy 
their own houses that have been lawfully built on somebody else's land, and those 
who have been continuous tenants in the same house for the past five years. Under 
the Act these people have the right to purchase these houses and/or the land 
around, with financial help from the Government if necessary, once they have 
registered. 


Help for Applicants 


Every Branch has appointed a tenants' rights liaison officer and assistant who will 
interview and help people with their applications. Application times will be from 
4 30 p.m. to 6 p.m. on Mondays and Wednesdays. 


All applicants will have to pay a fee of R.50 in the form of postage stamps, which 
will be stuck on their applications. To make it easier, R. 20 and R. 10 stamps 
will be sold at post-offices on Mahe, Praslin and La Digue, and at stamp vendors 
throughout the Republic. In districts where thers are few stamp vendors, appli- 
cants may be able to buy their stamps at the Branch offices. 


The four Branches which do not vet have their own offices will receive applications 
at the community centre site at St. Louis, the Bel Fau community centre for Bel Air 
district, the Theatre des Palmes for Mont Fleuri and the Anse Louis Settlement. 


Copies of applications will be posted by the Branches to the landlords or rent 
collectors concerned. These must acknowledge receipt by signing a tear-off slip 
and returning it to the same Branch within seven days. 
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Advertise Applications 


Each week a notice will appear in the NATION newspaper, the Official Gazette, at 
Unity House, and outside each Branch office advertising the applications which 
have been made. The applications referred to in these notices will be available 
for inspection either at the Branch office where the application was made, or at 
the Registrar's office, Room 350, Unity House. 


Anybody who wishes to object to any application should visit the Registrar's of- 
fice which will normally be open between 8 and 9 a.m. and 1 and 2 p.m. on week 
days. 


However, during the week of February 1, the Registrar and Assistant Registrars will 
be available throughout the working day to see anyone who wants advice.

NEW report on the courses a Seychel'es polytechnic 
should offer to meet the country’s manpower needs 


could he!p the project move ahead more rapidly. 


Mr. Thomas Ashton, a Brit- 
ish educationist from the 
Commonwealth Fund for 
Technical Co-operation, 
leaves Seychelles on Sunday 
after advising at length on 
the type of vocational train- 
ing the planned polytechnic 
should offer to meet the de- 
mands of the fast-developing 
economy. 


The setting up of a_ poly- 
technic in Seychelles, said 
Mr. Ashton, was a_ third 
and necessary” step in 
Sevcrelles’ educational re- 
forns, whic’ he described as 
“a very bold enterprise”. 


After reforming the educa- 


tional approach at the opri- 
mary and National Youth 
Service levels, he said, it 


was a logica! step in higher 
education to provide as wide 
a ranae of vocational courses 
as ovssible to the developing 
child. 

Mr. Asntcn has 20 years 
experience in vocational edu- 


cation and has worked in 
Zambia, the old Rhodesia and 
Brunei. He arrived in Sey- 
chelles, the first small tropi- 
cal island state he has work- 
ed in, last August. 


His task began with a sur- 
vey of Seychelles’ manpower 
needs, noting which of 
them were already being met 
or catered for by existing 
vocational training courses. 
From these, and after talking 
to all Sectors concerned, Mr. 
Ashton drew up a report 
which was submitted to the 
Ministry of Education and In- 
formation recently. 


Using the Anse Royale 
School being built with Chi- 
nese co-operation as the nv- 
cleus of the future polytech- 
nic, Mr. Ashtcn also advised 


on the extra facilities that 
would be needed for the 
courses, and the cz ital and 
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recurrent costs this would in- 
volve. 


Vr. Ashton agreed with a 
Unesco ccnsultant who had 
visited Seychelles earlier tha: 
the polytechnic should be 
developed from existing voca- 
tional training instit: ons. 


Such training is now lim- 
ited, with some sectors of 
development either uncatered 
for or catered for inadequate- 
ly. In his report Mr. Ashton 
proposed a number of cour- 
ses and extensions which he 
believes the country needs. 


To help choose ccurses in 
the future, he advised the set- 
ting-up of advisory commit- 
tees for different fields of 
training. These committees 
would be made up of poly- 
technic staff and representa- 
tives of employers in the dif- 
ferent fields. The employers 
would advise the polytechnic 
on their manpower needs 
and assure jobs for the poly- 
technic’s graduates. 
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The commitige could aiso 
help give students some 
practical experience during 


their training by arranging 
for them ta go out on-the-jcb. 


Looking at the importance 
of the prcject to the country’s 
education system, develop- 
ment and need for more 
trained Seychellois profes- 
sionals, Mr. Ashton told Sey- 
chelles Agence’ Presse tat 
while most developing co nt- 
ries had lmited resources, 
the smallest among them had 
to develop their human re- 
sources to the utmost 


So the polytectnic should 
embrace, as much as posSsi- 
ble, all levels and sectors of 
the country's development 
needs although the cost 


would be 4 ¢onstraint jn 
raining the higher levels. 
As long as there was a 
large enougn and valid de- 
mand, the polytechnic 
Should cfier courses to meet 
it, Mr. Ashton explained, but 
if the type of worker needed 


numbered in the twcs- and 
threes, then cbviously over- 
seas courses would be less 
expensive. 

As a result, he thought tre 
Seychelles polytechnic 
should concentrate mainly 
on vocational training fram

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PROBE OF LABOR CONGRESS CONCLUDED

(Text] The Sierra Leone Labour Congress was in the centre of criticism last 
Friday at the close of the Taju-Deen commission of inquiry. 


After sitting for three and a half months, the Acting Senior state counsel, 
Mr Amadu Deen Tejansie in his address said the administration of the Labour 
congress was riddled with irregularities, 


He said that evidence had been adduced before the commission that the Congress 
was facing a leadership gap and it was getting otf course. 


With this, Mr Tejansie recommended that the Congress must be seriously looked 
into by the Commission, 


He referred to the presence of SSD personnel at the congress last delegates 
conference, failure of the executive to make it possible for audited reports 


to be discussed at the delegates conference, the irregularities of given 
financial loans to members, and said all of which were contrary to their 


constitution, 


But, the counse! conceded 
that some of the activities of 
congress were plausible such 
as the educational programme 

Mr. Tejanste declared 
“Any attempt to educate 
the masses by any organisa- 
tion should be applauded”’. 

In performing one's ac- 
tivities one should be guided 
by the powers of that organi- 
sation and since congress 
was not a registered Trade 
Union it cannot purport to 
take any action which falls 
within the premise of a re- 
gistered Trade Union, he 
said. 


Mr. Tejansie explained 
that every worker had the 
right to withold labour and 
this fuct was recognised in 
very high piaces in this 
country. But the issue, he 
said, was whether Congress 
had the right to call workers 
to strike and cited the invi- 
tation to housewives and 
Students to a meeting as 
outside their % ers. 

He said e. ence had been 
given that the eight point 
memorandum contained 
proposals and not demands 
and some of the witnesses 
said they would rather ne- 
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“gotiate than cail a strike. 
He recalled the evidence 
of the Minister of Labour 
that he was told in Geneva 
between May 25-26 last year 
by Mr. James Kabia that if 
their demands were not met 
by government he would 
call a national strike. 


Touchings on the meet- 
ings between Congress and 
government, Mr. Tejan-Sie 
explained that any responsi- 
ble government would uti- 
lise every Opportunity for 
consultation with members 
of the public to maintain 
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peace, Stability and order. 
He described Congress as 
one of the pressure groups 
in the community which 
were often consulted by go- 
vernment such as the Coun- 
cil of Churches, the Emplo- 
yers Federation and the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Counsel said on Au- 
gust 31, last year Govern- 
ment met Congress in the 
capacity of an advisory body 
of the Unions. They left on a 
promise to report back but 
failed and kept the President 
and Government waiting for 
seven hours. “The failure 
to acquaint the President 
and government on the re- 
sult. of issues discussed 
irresponsibility,” he add- 
ed. 

He submitted that the 
strike called by Congress, 
though supported by certain 
witnesses that it was the 
demand from the shop-floor, 
was a decision of certain 
members of the executive 
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without actually weighing 
the effect it would have on 
the ecorarry. 

He advised that in view 
of these shortcomings from 
Congress, the Commission’s 
report on the proceedings 
should define a very com- 
prehensive procedure relat- 
ing to strikes. 

The Acting Senior State 
Counsel; made certain re- 
commendations geared to- 
wards a healthy trade unio- 
nism in this country. 

He assured all that the 
Commission was not set up 
tO prosecute trade unionists 
in this country. “‘It is a fact 
known to every Sierra Leo- 
nean that the Head of State, 
apart from his qualifica- 
tions, has been a trade unio- 
nist for several decades and 
it is not the intention of go- 
vernment or that of the Pre- 
sident to be a party to the 
annihiliation of trade unioni- 
sm in Sierra Leone,” he 
pointed out.

KING Sobhuza 11 
has warned that 
the country faces a 
Serious economic 
crisis which req- 
uires urgent solu- 
tions, 


‘‘Swaziland faces a 
growing unemploy- 
ment problem which 
is bound to reach cri- 
sis proportions unless 
immediate steps are 
taken,’’ the King said 
in a speech read on his 
behalf by Minister for 
Education, Canon Si- 
phetse Dlamini, yeste- 
rday at the official 
opening of — Parlia- 
ment. 

The King outiined a plan 
of action to pull the country 
through the recession: 

THE ROLE of the rural 
sector is to be increased to 
create jobs in rural 
communilies. 

THE FOOD production 
programme is to. be 
revitalised. This will not 
only create more jobs, but 
will also rechannel financial 
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resources that are currently 
spent on food imports into 
more productive investment 
within Swaziland. 


PARLIAMENT was 
directed to undertake a 
thorough survey of existing 
problems and make 
recomendations. 


‘*In an effort to maintain 
the momentum of national 
development the 
Government will undertake 
several projects in the 
coming months aimed at 
improving the country’s 
transport facilities,’’ he 
said. 

These will include 
development of the railway 
network to’ the north and 
improvement of the runway 
and terminal facilities at 
Matsapha. 


The country’s future 
economic policy: will place 
greater emphasis on. the 
establishment of secondary 
industries to undertake 
processing of agricultural 
and mineral products. 


‘*There will be greater 
inter-relation between 
agriculture and industry to 
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achieve a more balanced 
economy and a diversified 
industrial base,’’ he said. 


in the mining sector, 
there will be intensive 
exploration of coal 
reserves, to establish their 
extent and value. 


Strategic 


_Grain storage facilities 
are to be established in 
certain strategic areas to 
encourage production and 


- marketing of maize. 


The King said there were 
socio-economic factors 
which hamper increased 
production of food. These 
include lack of meaningful 
progress in the 
resettiements of rural 
homesteads in order to 
bring about more 
systematic utilisation of 
land resources. 


He sid during the past 
few years, the country 
experienced a substantial 
rise in food imports. ‘* This 
factor alone clearly 
indicates that the growing 
population has generated 
greater demand in ihe 
country for food 


products,’’ he said. 


He said the current world 
economic depression 
showed no signs of ending 
and the task of finding new 
export markets was 
becoming more difficult. 


On the world political 
scene, the King deplored the 
attempted mercenary coup 
which was foiled’ in 


Seychelles. 


He said: **We learnt with 
a sense of extreme shock 
that a group of mercenaries 
masquerading as passengers 
had used our national 
airline as facilities for 
launching acts of agression 
against the Seychelles, a 
sister African country.

If enacted by the Presi- 
dent and Parliament the 
Bill) would give the Min- 
ister of Local Govern- 
ment and Housing the 
power to declare a state 
of disaster in an area

likely to be needed, 


Under the Bill local 
authorities could estab- 
lish civil defence services 
with a civil defence offi- 
cer and assistant officers 
appointed by the minister. 

The civil defence officer 
would be the town clerk 
or .\e rural or district 
council secretary or any 
other Suitable person 
nominated by the auth- 
ority. 

The Bill provides for 
registering volunteers for 
the civil defence organisa- 
tions. 

Civil defence officers 
would have the power in 
a state of disaster to take 
measures to deal with the 
disaster but could not 
deprive anyone of lite 





or persona) liberty. 

The officer could take 
possession or control dur- 
ing the state of disaster 
of “land or other prop- 
erty” if needed to deal 
with the situation but has 
no other power to deprive 
people of property.

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SENATE PASSES APPROPRIATION BILL

[Text] The Senate yesterday passed the Appropriation (Supplementary 1981-82) Bill 
through its second and third readings without amendment, 


Opening the second reading, Senator Joseph Culverwell, Leader of the Senate, 
showed disapproval at the poor turnout of senators. 


Due to this, the reading was briefly adjourned as the House waited for the 
Minister of Finance, Senator Enos Nkala, to arrive, 


Senator Mark Partridge, however, scathingly attacked the Minister of Finance on 
his arrival saying that the minister had "intentionally" come late to the reading. 
The minister, he said, gave first priority to Government work and neglected his 
duties as a senator, 


The Appropriation Bill which is proposing an amount of $7,752 million for Govern- 
ment expenditure, was overspending on the part of the Government, Senator 
Partridge said, 


"Government expenditure is running into millions in a budget that is already 
committed and this will result in a likely deficit at the end of the year," 
Senator Partridge said. 


Such unlimited spending, he said, shows "an incompetent Government that is unable 
to cut its expenditure and is destroying the economic structure of the country," 


Calling 


At this remark Senator Culverwell interjected and told the House that Senator 
Partridge's attack was "illogical" by calling the Government incompetent "when 
it has done much more in two years than the previous government had done in the 
last 90 years." 


After the second reading was op2ned for the second time Senator Nkala assured the 
House he had not intentionally come late as Senator Partridge had said, but 
because of pressing Government work he had to do so, 
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(he amount of money needed, Senator Nkala said, was so small that it could not 
affect the budget a great deal. The budget deficit will not be as great at the 
end of the year, he said. "The past financial record speaks for itself," he 


added, 


The Bill went through its committee and third reading stages without amendment and 
the amount of $7,752 million was put aside for Government expenditure,

CUT RELIGIOUS 'STRINGS,' MISSION SCHOOLS TOLD

MISSION schools must 
stop making religious 
allegiance a condition for 
admission, the Minister of 
Education and Culture, 
Dr Dzingai Mutumbuka, 
has warned. 


Addressing headmast- 
ers, school committees 
and teachers at Mrewa 
centre, he said it was 
wiong to force pupils to 
belong to a mission's or 
church’s religion because 
it violated freedom of 
worship. 


Every child regardless 
of his religion and where 
he was born had a right 
te education as long as 
he was Zimbabwean, 

“The iasue of educa- 
tion is a state matter. I 
am not speaking against 
religion. I am just stat- 
ing facts. They are pain- 
ful but they must be sta- 
ted. : 

“The fact that children 
must learn has nothing to 
do with praying and there 
should be a clear distinc- 
tion between functions of 
jlearning and praying,” Dr 
Mutumbuka = aaid. 

The Government had 
given the largest budget 
allocation to the ministry, 
which was paying all the 
teachers because it want- 
ed all the children to 
learn. 

But the children were 
suffering because of 
cl urch interference in 
State functions. The issue 
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could reach a stage where 
the ministry would have 
to take over schools. 

“The question of pray- 
ing must be optional. It 
must be voluntary and if 
you find a mission or 
church school which forces 
children te do church 
thines rather than edu- 
cs‘ional things, please 
renort them to me.” 

The meeting with ’the 

headmasters, school ¢com- 
mittees and teachers was 
to discuss eight issues: 
@ Whether children with- 
out birth certificates or 
élder children should be 
edmitted; 


@ Whether children with- 
out uniforms should be 
sent home; 

@ If schoo] committees 
could transfer or dismiss 
headmasters; 

@ The role of district 
councils in education; 

@ The function of educa- 
tion officerg ig rural 
areas: 

@ The role of churches in 
education; 

@ Whether children should 
be forced once a week to 
attend religious classes; 
and 

@ Who paid the teachers 
in rural areas and from 


whom they should take 
their orders, 


The minister said the 
primary concern of all 
schools was the provision 
of education and as such 
schools should not send 
children home because 
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they did not have unl- 
forms. 

School committees had 
the powers to transfer 
headmasters.'!f the com- 
mittees felt the head- 
masters could contribute 
more to other areas but 
not because they were 
incompatible. 

He gaid the ministry 


was paying the teachers 
through the district coun- 
cilsa and headmasters could 
only be dismissed after 
the ministry had approved 
the decision. 


On the role ef churches 
in <ducation he said that 
it had become a ot 
that if teachers differed 
with the decisions of the 
church committees thev 
were asked to leave. ‘We 
do not want that,” he 
said. 

The role of education 
officers was to work 
together with the councils 
because they al] worked 


for the Government and 
assisted in the smovtr 
running of schools. 

On teachers who nave 
become councillors, he 
sounded a warning. Their 
first duty wag to teach 
and no teacher would be 
allowed to absent hiin- 
self from his class to 
attend to council mat- 
ters nore than twice a 
month. 

“Tf they want to spend 
‘more time as councillors 
then they might as well 
tell us and we will re- 
lieve them of their duties 
as teachers.”

CHIEFS will no longer be able to issue permits for livestock or allocate land for 
ploughing or building after the Tribal Trust Land Act has been repealed and replaced 
with the Communal Land Act, the Minister of Local Government and Housing, Dr 





Eddison Zvobgo, 
told district coun- 


cillors yesterday. 


The minister, who was 
answering questions from 
Bulilimamangwe _ district 
councillors, sai@d that when 
he introduced the District 
Councils Act, he didn’t 
repeal the Tribal Trust 
Land Act. Under the lat- 
ter Act, chiefs had re- 
portedly continued to 
allocate land and to issue 
livestock permits, 


Under the new Act, land 


allocation and cattle per- 
mits would be the reapon- 
sibility of district councils, 
he said. 


“But it is my hope there 
will be consultations with 
the chiefs in the area,” Dr 
Zvobgo said. 

Answering a question on 
the role of chiefs in inde- 
pendent Zimbabwe, the 
minister said that despite 
calls from the younger 
generation, the Govern- 


ment had refused to abo- 
lish chieftainship. 

“They play an important 
role in our culture; they 
are our connection with 
the past. 


“We may find that al- 
though they are not as 
educated as us, they are 
extremely wise old people. 
Sometimes I believe it is 
better to be wise than to 
be educated,” he said. 

Dr Zvobgo said there 
should be no struggle be- 
tween the district counclis 
and the chiefs. As asses- 
sors in primary courts, 
chiefs would bring a cultu- 
ral character to the 
administration of justice. 

On the question of the 
ex-compatant gitls em- 
ployed ag secretaries and 
typists, Dr Zvobgo said 
they had been recruited on 
the basis of the amount of 
suffering they had gone 
through. This was an indi- 
cation of the degree of 
their commitment in help- 
ing people, he said. 

The migister said the 
girls had been recruited 
to fill established posts in 
the councils. “Your ad- 
ministration grant took 
those posts into accouat. 
You n't wave to find 
money for them from 
elsewhere,” he said. The 
district's administration 
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grant stands at $53 000. 

The minister said that 
the salaries were provided 
by way of grants, both 
from his ministry and 
that of education, since 
the councils had taken 
over the administration of 
schools. 

Oo the impounding of 
cattle, the minister said 
that it was not possible 
to push through Parlla- 
ment an amendment to 
tite Bill last year. Promis- 
ing he would do so this 
year, Dr Zvobgo gaid that 
the amendment would 
give the owner of the 
impounded cattle the 
right to claim his cattle, 
Signo for them and let the 
farmer sue him later. 

The minister said that 
living together in harm- 
ony “is not something the 
law can prescribe. It is a 
function of communication 
and good neighbourliness”. 

He added that council 
chairmen elected as pre- 
siding officers would have 
to choose whether to re- 
main chairmen or to re- 
sign and hecome  pre- 
siding officers. 








Minister Goes Trouble Shooting in Matabeleland

AT this time of sad- 
ness for Zimbabwe, 
with the discovery of 
arms caches in 
Matabeleland reviving 
and exacerbating old 
suspicions, it is vital 
not to forget that the 
work of building 2 
new nation is going 
ahead. 


It was no accident 
that Dr Eddison 
Zvobgo, __ representing 
the Government as a 
whole, last week began 
his _ trouble - shooting 
tour of Zimbabwe's 
districts in the drought- 
stricken and politically. 
sensitive region — of 
Matabeleland north. 


And it was also deli- 
berate policy on the part 
of the Minister of Local 
Government and Housing 
which saw his meetings 
with district councils at- 
ionded not only by elders, 
chie(s and the public, but 
the local ZAPU leadership 
as well 

At mecting after meet- 
ing, it became plain that 
suspicion that the Gov- 
erninent was favouring 
Mashonaland in its deve- 
lopment drive ran deep. 

In speech, discussion 
and debate, often after 
hearing impassioned com- 
pialmts, the minister stras- 
sed the overwhelming 
need for unity in the new 
war being waged in Zim- 
babwe — the struggle for 


“In the loca] govern- 
ment elections,” he said 
at Binga, “a definite pat- 
tern emerged, with ZAPU 
winning in some areas, 
ZANU (PF) in others. 


“We are totally not in- 
terested in which party 
won oontrol in which area 
— we must work with 
them if there is going to 
be meaningful develop- 
ment in this district. 

“There must be total, 
complete unity between 
people and the district 
council, between council- 
lors and their chairman, 
with the district adminis- 
trator, with all local re- 
presentatives of Govern- 
ment, with the police.” 

Barlier, in Nkai, he 
ha@ told the gathering: 
“You must not let the 
Government, just because 
ZANU (PF) has the mafj- 
oritv, get away with what 
is due te you. 


“The Government, ff it 
je a government, must 
shouiuer the problems of 
the whole country, if it 
does not do that, it is no 
government at all.” 

Time and again, at 
Nkal, -at Binga, at 
Wankie, at Lupane, the 
cry was raised: “We are 
isolated, we are forgotten 
— are we still part of the 
country, are we still Zim- 
babweans ?” 

Tne minister, accom- 
panied amd advised by a 
tap-level team of officials, 
usec a powerful mixture 
of apt metaphor, appeals 
to national _ feeling, 
humour and hard facts in 
replying to the allegations 
of favouritism. 

He pointed out that 
development could not 
simply be a matter of 
Government pouring 
money into a Gistrict. 

“Zimbabwe,” he told the 
crowded, attentive audi- 
ence at his meeting with 
the Wanze District Coun- 
cil, “is a small Third 
World country with very 
limited resources.” 

Only total unity be- 
tween the people and the 
Government could bring 
about progress. 

“The people themselves 
must be ready to sweat, 
toil, work with their 
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“hands. That way the 


money and assistance 
Government can give can 
be stretched to go a long 
way. 

“The Prime Minister 
has told you that this is 
the first year of Naticnal 
Transformation. It is a 
year in which we want to 
see a bold, determined 
start to changing things. 

“We must instil a de- 
velopment mentality, a 
develupment psychology 
and banish forever from 
people’s minds the idea 
that development comes 
only with money from the 
Government. 

“We have learned bitter 
lessons from other Afri- 
can countries which still 
remain undeveloped many 
years after independence 
because they failed to in- 
volve the people in the: 
work.” 

Complaints poured in 
wherever he went, after 
hig imvitation: “I have 
come to learn, to be edu- 
cated by you. Talk 
straight and direct. Even 
if I don’t like what I 
hear, the people's Gov- 
ernment must kmow the 
truth.” 


Water muipplies, re- 
peated claims that Mata- 
deleland was being neg- 
lected, the need for more 
schools, clinics, roads, 
offices, shops, the squatter 
problems, suspicion over 
resettlement policies and 
anger that land wanted by 
the _ was still in the 
han of whites, were 
some complainta. 


There were demands 


that councils be given 
control over the District 
Development Fund, and, 
in Kusile, over a big irri- 
gation and resettlement 
heme near Lupane, 
worries over councillors’ 
allowances and the role of 
chiefs in the new Zim- 
babwe. 


All these the mnaister 
and his team listened to 
patiently, anewered, ex- 
Plained and promised to 





speed help where possible. 

In Binga, both at the 
Village and Mlibizi, Dr 
Zvobgo and his team were 
in sparkling form despite 
temperatures in excess of 
44 degrees Centigrade. 

A large crowd of 
Batonga, whose galety 
seeme irrepressible des- 
pite their deprivation, 
gave the party an up 
roarious and _ colourful 
welcome. 


Then, in an impass:oned 
speech, the chairman of 
the district council, Mr 
Francis Munkombwe, said 
Binga was the forgotten 
district. ‘We aSk, are we 
still part of Zimbabwe?” 
He said the areas popu- 
lation of 110000 was 
served by only ome hos- 
pital, two clinics and 31 
schools only one of whicn 
was a secondary school. 

“This ts the fourth time 
I have visited Binga,” the 
minister replied. “The 
Prime Minister has come 
to see you. Deesn’t that 


alone show you that the 
people of Binga are the 
people of Zimbabwe? 

“We will never leave 
you in this undeveloped 
State.” 

Then, to a background 
of laughter and applause 
from the people, he went 
on: “The last time I was 


here, you told me that 
you needed a road. 

“Didn't I promise you 
that the work would be 
Gone? \Didn’t I say the 
bulldozers would be com- 
ing the next week? Isn't 
it true that they came? 
Isn't it true that the road 
was built? 

“We talk not only in 
words, but in deeds!’’ 

And later, after hearing 
schoolchildren sing that 
freedom was Knowing and 
following Jesus, Dr Zvo- 
bgo said: “That is free- 
dom in the hereafter, 
but what about freedom 
now, here on earth? 

“Freedom is education, 
without education you 
cannot be free; it is good 
housing, not having to eat 
sadza covered im flies, it 
is hygiene and not having 
to wear rags. 

“Freedom ie understand- 
ing one another. Abusing 
others is not freedom. 
Ploughing and reaping 


after learning modern far- 


ming ukills, that ‘s free- 
dom. 

“We want eur children 
to be able to drink tea 
early in the morning be- 
fore going to school; that 
too is freedom. 

“Real freedom is up- 
lifting your lives here on 
Barth, not im Heaven, 
that comes later.” 


Then, drawing a little 
boy from the crowd, he 
put an arm around his 
shoulders and cried out: 
“I want this boy to be a 
doctor, I want all these 
children to become minis- 
ters and prime ministers! 
That is freedom!” 

The minister said he 
agreed that Binga’s most 
pressing need was schools 
and education and pro- 
mised that the Govern- 
ment would do all it can 
to provide more. 

He also warmly wel- 
comed Mr Munkombwe’s 
ringing declaration: “Give 
us schools, proper schools, 
and then you'll see the 
Batonga go!” 

Binga “came from way 
back” and had to catch 
up, Dr Zvobgo said, but 
with hard work by the 
people and Government 
help, it could be trans- 
formed in five years. 

As a parting gift, 
Chief Binga gave the 
minister an ancient and 
revered hunting spear, 
asking him to “go and 
spear roads, clinics, 
schools and hospitals for 
the district”. 

Earlier, at Nkai, Sena- 
tor Chief Myinga Daga- 
mela had used a similar 
metaphor when he asked 
Dr Zvobgo to be the. 
hunting dog of the people, 
eniffing out and finding 
development and _pro- 
gress. 


Development Plans for Binga Unveiled 


BIG development plans 
for Binga, previously one 
of Zimbabwe's most neg- 
lected and backward 
areas, were announced by 
the Minister of Local 
Government and Housing, 
Dr Bddison Zvobgo, and 
his party.

CIVIL SERVICE ‘SABOTEURS' DISMISSED

SOME white civil serv- 
ants have been dismissed 
for trying to sabotage 
Government policy, a Pub- 
lie Service Commissioner, 
Mr Eliag Rusike, said 
yesterday. 


He warned that the 
commission would sack 
any civil servant who 
tried to subvert Govern- 
ment efforts. 


“And there are some 
blacks who are not 
prepared to come out into 
the open,” he said. 

He told Ministry of 
Youth, Sport and Recrea- 
tion officials attending 
a Commonwealth Youth 
Programme in-service 
course at the University 
of Zimbabwe that by 
agreeing to work with the 
Mugabe Government “you 
have to agree with its 
policies’. 

Civil servants would not 
be allowed to hold any 
political office but could 
continue to be politically 
involved. A circular was 
being sent out to all 
ministries advising them 
of this Cabinet decision. 

“I believe that political 
neutrality is a myth in 
Africa. But we must re- 
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spect the view that civil 
servants should not hold 
political office.” 

Mr Rusike said that 
when he joined the PSC in 
June 1980 there was not a 
single black assistant sec~- 
retary in the civil service. 

By last Lecember there 
were 15 black permanent 
secretaries and 16 white, 
46 black and 41 white de- 
puty secretaries, 50 black 
and 38 white umder-sec- 
retaries in the open field, 
21 black and 43 white 
under-secretaries in the 
closed field and two black 
and four white heads of 
departments. 

Promoted and newly 
employed civil servants 
would serve a two-year 
probation period. 

Heads of ministries 
recently received a cir- 
cular demanding regular 
reports on the _ per- 
formance of these of- 
ficers. 

“With the new order in 
Zimbabwe we are moving 
towards development ad- 
ministration and away 
from the tradition ef the 
public administration of 
the past, which tended to 
be law and order and 
regulation orientated. 

‘*Our administration, 


and this is where the 
ministries and the PSC 
come in, is a servant ana 
not a manipulator of the 
people.” 

Mr Rusike said the 
previous public service 
was not people-orientated. 

The tendency in the 
past to concentrate de- 
velopment in the urban 


aregs would be reversed 
by a definite and serious 
move to the rural areas 
where most of the pop- 
ulation lived. 


“Without rural — de- 
velopment, there ig no de- 
velopment.” 

The training and 
Thanagement bureau sec- 
tion of the PSC would 
have ita nationa] training 
centre at Domboshawa. 
There is another centre at 
Highlands, Salisbury. 

Apart from the. pro- 
posed Zimbabwe Institute 
of Public Administration, 
eight provincial and 55 
district training centres 
would be set up. 

Mr Rusike said the 
commission would guard 
against officials sent 
overseas for training leav- 
ing the service for the 
private sector by having 
them bonded to Govern- 
ment for a set period. — 








FIVE YEARS LAW IN PIPELINE FOR NEW CITIZENS

CSO: 
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LEGISLATION will be presented to the next session of Parliamen: 
recommending at least five years’ residence for immigrants to qualify 
for citizenship, said a Ministry of Home Affairs spokesman yesterday. 


Existing legislation re- 
quires immigramis to have 
lived in Zimbabwe for at 
least two years’ before 
qualifying as citizens. 

He was answering ques- 
tions arising from a speech 
by the Minister of Home 
Affairs, Mr Richard Hove, 
to the Zimbabwe Promo- 
tion Council in Salisbury 
yesterday. 


Mr Hove said the Gov- 
ernment wished to know 
about an immigrant’s con- 
duct after two years’ 
residence in the country. 

“We felt we _ should 
introduce a system which 
will enable the holder of a 
residence permit to sur- 
face, to renew the permit 
or become a citizen. 

He said fears by some 
immigrants that they 
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would be “sent away” 


after two years, were un- 
founjed. Providing the 
immigrant was law-abid- 
ing, the residence permit 
would be renewed for a 
further three years, after 
which he could become a 
citizen. 

Mr Hove said it was a 
requirement that the 
Immigrants’ Control 
Board considered an ap- 
plication for a residence 
permit while the appli- 
cant was outside the 
country. No applicant, 
he said, should come or 
settle in Zimbabwe until 
the residence permit was 
granted. 
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Mr Hove said people who 
were born in Zimbabwe, 
but had become citizens of 
South Africa, would need 
a visa if they wanted to 
return to visit the country, 

Hé also said there were 
still too many weapons 
still being held by the 
community. The amnesty 
for the return of al! illeg- 
ally held weapons had been 
@ relative success, but it 
could have been better, he 
said, 


“We feel that those who 
did not hand in their wea- 
pons, do not wish to co- 
operate with the Govern- 
ment. 

“I believe that beginning 
from next month, phase 
one for the re-registration 
of firearms will begin.”

MINERALS BILL GOES THROUGH DESPITE RF OPPOSITION

It would not do so, however, because the Senate had little time available to debate 
the Bill and RF Senators did not wish to waste public money by prolonging the debate 
and thereby necessitating the Senate sitting next week for what would only be a 
little business, 


Senator Partridge and other members of the Republican Front did, however, voice 
criticism of several clauses in the Bill. 


Senator Partridge and Senator Jack Mussett asserted that the corporation the Bill 
proposed to set up would have no liability, while controlling the contracts 
negotiated with mining companies, 


Senator John Shoniwa, however, quoted sections of the Bill which he said clearly 
provided for the normal laws of contract to apply and which stated that nothing 


in the Bill should prevent litigation in a court of law over loss or damage, 


The Deputy Minister of Mines, Mr Jini Ntuta, said that the corporation would 
normally simply act as an agent or broker for mining companies, 


However, if the corporation handled minerals directly and damage to them was 

caused while they were in the corporation's possession, the corporation would 
be responsible for such damage, 

After a fairly lengthy committee stage, the Senate accepted the Bill without 


amendment and gave its third and final reading,

"DON'T EMBARRASS US,‘ CHIEFS ARE TOLD

[Text] The Government may be forced to review its relationship with chiefs if 
they embarrass it over legislative issues, the Minister of Local Government and 
Housing Dr. Eddison Zvobgo said yesterday. 


He said previous governments had used the chiefs as tools for oppression and 
suppression. "We do not want our chiefs to be involved in that sort of thing

Commenting on the six chiefs who voted with the Republican Front against the 
Government on the Precious Stones Trade Amendment Bill on Wednesday, the minister 
said Senate chiefs were not expected to embarrass the Government on legislation 
issues, 


He said he had held talks with Deputy President of the Senate Chief Kayisa Ndiweni 
to brief him on this in the absence of Mr Nolan Makombe, the Senate President, 

The Government was studying the issue to determine exactly what happened in the 
Senate, Dr Zvobgo said. 


"Tl made it very clear to Chief Ndiweni that the Government does not expect Senate 
chiefs to embarrass it in important motions and as far as I am concerned the matter 
should be left at that," 











The minister said should truth come to show that some chiefs embarrass the 
Government, then their relationship with the State would be reviewed. He 
added that since the chiefs had not embarrassed the Government in the past, he 
felt they had been constructive. 


"To date there has been no conflict of any sort. I am satisfied that an under- 
standing exists and that at this stage there is no reason for the Government to 
be upset," Dr Zvobgo said,
